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HOME MISSIONS FEATURES AT THE 
NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Each year the Northern Baptist Convention program draws attention to 
the work of The American Baptist Home Mission Society in several ways. 
On the opening night of the Convention, Monday, May 24, the address was 
given by Dr. Kearnie Keegan, pastor of Temple Baptist Church, Los 
Angeles, California, on “The Larger Evangelism.” This address introduced 
our program in evangelism. The Crusade for Christ through Evangelism 
was featured Tuesday evening, May 25. Pictures on the screen were used 
to show the work of the first year of the Crusade. Music was provided by 
the Choir of Sioux Falls College, Sioux Falls. Dr. Woodbury gave the © 
address of the evening on the subject, “In Christ—New Creatures.” 


On Wednesday, May 26, the morning program had a time allotted for 
work in special areas. There was a program of 15 minutes on juvenile 
protection. Following that, the Rosa O. Hall Award was presented by: 
Dr. Mark Rich to two rural pastors: L. Clarke Grandfield, Stonington, 
Illinois, and Ralph J. Karney, Howell, Michigan. One of our missionaries, 
Rev. James McBride, of Weirton Christian Center, Weirton, W. Va., was in 
charge of the Devotional Moments at 2 o’clock on Wednesday afternoon. At 
2:10 p.m. there was a program of one hour and fifty minutes on the theme, | 
“We Work through Our Associated Home Mission Agencies.” The title 
of the presentation was “Our Continent for Christ.” In a dramatic frame- 
work addresses were given by the missionaries and secretarial workers. 
This program attempted to interpret Home Mission work as that work is 
--done by The American Baptist Home Mission Society, the Woman's 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and also the State Conventions 
and City Societies. Talks and addresses were given by Rey. Carlton Saywell, 
Director of Town and Country Work in lowa, Rev. Dwight Klinck, Director 
of Brooks House in Hammond, Ind., Miss Jane Bennett, Rural Missionary 
- in New York state, Rev. Wilbur Larson, Secretary of Missions in Latin 
America, Mrs. Milo E. Wenger, Executive Secretary of the Woman’s 

‘American Baptist Home Mission Society and Miss Dorothy Bucklin, Secre- 

- tary of Missions for the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. 
_ Secretary Ernest Witham presented new home mission appointees. in an im- 
pressive ceremony. 


This was the first time that work of the Associate Home Mission Agencies _ . 


has been presented as a unit. It was well received by the Convention. 


New missionary appointees were consecrated on Thursday, May 27, in 
the evening program. This Consecration Service was under the direction 
of Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, President of the Convention, and included both 
Home Missionaries and Foreign Missionaries.

North America for Christ continues to be our guiding star through these 
turbulent years. One cannot follow fixed patterns and at the same time 
meet the need of the hour. This has been doubly true for the last several 
years. The fact that we have been able to accomplish so much during this 
time is largely due to the extent to which the men on our staff have had 
creative imaginations enabling them to meet new situations and tasks by 
adapting their methods to the situation. The Home Mission Society has 
made several adaptations of program in the past eight years. 

We are still ministering to people of all races and nationalities. The 
influx of Negroes into the North, the resettlement of the Japanese Ameri- 
cans, and the continuing inflow of Spanish-speaking people ‘are only 
a few of the phases of this process of mingling peoples which brings to 
the Home Mission Society added responsibilities and enlarged opportunities. 

It is possible to predict with greater certainty today than a year ago the 
kind of America in which we will have to work in the years to come. Our 
servicemen’s work has decreased but it has not entirely stopped: There are 
_ still spots of concentration of military personnel in which we must work. 
We still have about a hundred chaplains in the service and we maintain our 
contact with them. 


Population is still shifting rapidly, but now we can see more clearly 
where permanent communities are to be and so to understand where is the 
opportunity for ‘service. In this movement of population the great growth 
is on the West Coast. The states along the Pacific Coast are growing with 
a rapidity probably unknown at any time in the past in any considerable 
area. A conference of denominational agencies has been held on the West 
Coast for the purpose of facing this situation. The conferees have under- 
taken to map out a Baptist Home Mission program that will, as largely as 
we are able, meet the opportunities there. 

The development of our program for the rural cites has gone sO 
far that it has been necessary to divide the Department of Town and | 
Country Work into two departments, each having a full-time secretary. 
The general program related to all the rural REP, either on a conven- 
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tion-wide or on a state-wide basis, is continued in the Department of Town 
and Country Work. This department carries on an educational program 
through the Rural Church Center at Green Lake, Wisconsin, through state 
or rural church conferences, through state directors of rural work, and 


similar channels.

The new department is entitled the Department of Rural and Indian 
Missions. This department has the administration of colporter work, rural 
missionaries, aided pastors, and the total program of missions to the 
Indians, including Bacone College and Murrow Indian Orphans’ Home. 


Our work in Latin America has continued to grow rapidly. New mis- 
sionaries have been put on the field and some new fields have been opened. 
Particularly in the opening of training schools for pastors we have made 

marked progress in a needy phase of our work. Dr. Charles S. Detweiler 
_ has surrendered the responsibility for the department. Rev. Wilbur Larson 
is carrying on in this task effectively. 


We rejoice in the fact that we have a new President for Bacone College, 
Rev. Francis W. Thompson. Dr. Detweiler has served as acting president 
since Mr. Riley’s resignation and will continue until Mr. Thompson is able 
to take over the responsibilities this summer. 


The success of the World Mission Crusade and the enlarged Unified 
Budget, taken together, have made it possible for us to meet our responsi- 
bilities much more effectively than we have been able to in former years. 
The increased income for the Society has enabled us to enlarge our work 
in a very gratifying way. 


We have done what we could to meet the problem that ‘feito has laid 
upon our missionaries. The rising cost of living creates special difficulties 


for those who are working for lower incomes and our home missionaries 
are all in that group. 


_. We wish: to acknowledge our great asorecibine for the effectiveness of 

the men on the headquarters staff and also of our missionaries. The effec- 
tiveness of any missionary program depends upon the people who do the 
work. A splendid spirit of cooperation and deep devotion to Jesus Christ 
and his purposes have been marked characteristics of all of them. 


We thank God for the measure of his blessing resting upon us. In 
many ways, he has evidenced his approval of the things’ we have under- 
taken to do and we rejoice in whatever has been’ accomplished for him. 


DEPARTMENT OF CITIES 


“The whole world is at your door” might well be the slogan of our city 
work, Representatives of all the nations and all the races are gathered 
together in our American cities. Pride in our foreign missions will be 
shallow unless we can bring redemption to people of all parts of the world 
who live in our American cities. Dr. Gordon Palmer, a member of our 
Board, has stated this fact: “Unless we, as Christians, redeem our Ameri- 
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can cities, we shall lose our own souls.” The following paragraphs give 


brief accounts of some of the various types of work being done through 
the Department of Cities. 


Bilineual Churches 


Consolidation is the imperative need in the bilingual churches. At one 
time The American Baptist Home Mission Society was helping to support 
233 bilingual churches, At the present time there are 103 appointees of the 
Society, classified as follows: workers with Czechoslovak-speaking people, 
5; Estonian, 1; French, 2; Hungarian, 17; Italian, 23; Latvian, 1; Spanish- 
speaking, 31; Polish, 6; Portuguese, 4; 3; Rus- 
sian, 8; and Ukrainian, 2. 


Many of these churches are coming to an increased measure of self- 
support. Many soon should be entirely self-supporting. Some are becoming 
American. churches with only the English language in use. Some are in 


areas where the field is ibaa and from which they one day must 
move. 


Because of the continuous sdiucinede iiolad and because of the many 
problems which face the bilingual pastors and workers, there is held each 
year a Bilingual Training Conference. This past fall it met at the First 
Italian Baptist Church, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, November 3 to 5. 
Next fall it is to be at Cleveland, Ohio, November 4 and 5. 


Rev. Edward Catlos, previously the Czechoslovak representative for the 
Society and the Czechoslovak Baptist Convention, has been appointed Field 
Representative of the Home Mission Society in the Department of Cities 
to work largely with bilingual churches. The goal of much of this work is 
to counsel these churches so that they may minister adequately to the areas 
in which they are located. Often this will mean that they become less 
bilingual churches and more nearly American churches without the more 
particular cultural differences. There is, however, a great need for expan- 
sion in work with Spanish-speaking people in the eastern area, such as New 
York City and Philadelphia, and in the West, where there is a great deal 
of new immigration. 


Japanese Americans 


One of the unusua! conferences of the summer of 1947 was the Nisei 
Ministers’ Conference at Green Lake, Wisconsin, in August. Here there 
were representatives from across the continent, gathered to consider the 
common challenges and problems which face the Japanese Americans 
today and are apt to face them tomorrow. This conference is a milestone 
in the progress of this work. 


Eight appointees of the Home Mission Society work with Japanese 
Americans. One unusual service is Brotherhood House in Denver, Colo- | 
rado, which is making a notable advance in the interracial field under the 
leadership of Rev. Tsutomu Fukuyama. It no longer is ministering only 
to the Nisei, but now has the Issei, Caucasian, at least one Negro and 
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several Mexican young peapit in residence. The interracial program is 
developing enthusiastic support. The Colorado Baptist Convention has 
recorded its approval of this work and its willingness to continue its part 
of the support. 


Resettlement is now considered viencticnily completed. Work is still being 
done in the hope of better legislation to help certain Japanese Americans, 
who suffered great financial loss because of relocation, to regain some of 
their losses. 


Mr. Jobu Yasumura, who during this past year became Field Repre- . 
sentative of the Society in the Department of Cities, continues to do some 
work with the Japanese Americans. However, his field is now more par- 
ticularly in the area of research and analysis for the various fields of ac- 
tivity of the Cities Department. | ‘ 


Chinese Americans 


There is at present a great scarcity of leaders among Chinese Americans. 
However, it is hoped that leaders will be found soon to care for the great 
needs which are challenging us today. 


San Mateo, Calif., Baptists are in the process of building a new church 
for the Chinese American work in that community. 

Title to the Chinese Christian Center in New York City has been trans- 
ferred to the Home Mission Society under a Christian Center form of 
agreement. 

Under present regulations Chinese American servicemen may bring brides 
from China into full citizenship in this country. This has attracted many 
new Chinese immigrants to this country. These young people have given 
new life to our Chinese American churches. 


Negro Educational Centers 


Immigration has been a great factor in city mission programs of former 
periods. In more recent years, migrations have created needs which are 
calling for distinctive mission programs. 


The mass migration of Negroes from the rural South to the industrial 
North has created a tremendous need. We have attempted to meet this 
challenge, in part, through a program of Christian education for the 
Negroes in the city areas. Our Baptist Educational Centers specialize in 
_ Classes for ministers, classes for lay leaders, the development of’ Vacation 
_ Church Schools, and a broad interracial educational program. Three years 
ago there were five Centers in the following areas: New York City, Brook- 
lyn, Pittsburgh, Detroit, and Chicago. During the past three years this 
special program was developed in seven other areas: Philadelphia, West 
Virginia,, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Iowa, Kansas and California. There 
is a great need for such work in Colorado, Washington, and New Jersey. 

There are at present 13 appointees of the Society engaged in Negro 
educational work of this kind. There is a pressing need for a training 
conference for them. It is hoped that this conference may materialize soon.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD ; 15 


Spanish-American Baptist Seminary 


A very active Board of Trustees is now hard at work in an sheet + ‘to 
stabilize and enlarge the area of service of the Spanish-American Baptist 
Seminary in Los Angeles. The scholarship level has definitely been ad- 
vanced and the Bachelor of Theology degree may now be received after a 
student completes the standard requirements. 


We reluctantly announce the retirement of Rev. Edwin R. Brown, D.D., 
effective May 1, 1948. His work with Spanish-speaking people began when 
he went to Mexico as a missionary of the Society. Later he did field work 
among the Spanish-speaking churches in the United States. He has been 
a member of the faculty of the seminary since October 1, 1939. 


There is a pressing need for a field worker with the Spanish-speaking 
people. It may be that the man who will be found for this work will be of 
Spanish-speaking background.’ It is hoped that such a man may work in 
the Seminary with those who are to become pastors of the Spanish-speaking 
churches and also may be able to recruit students for the Seminary from 


Alaska 


On August 5, 1947, Rev. Rowland N. Wilkinson, with Mrs. Wilkinson 
and their two boys, arrived at Kodiak by ship from Seattle to begin their 
first term as pastor of the Kodiak Community Baptist Church, and were 
greeted at Woman’s Bay by the entire Kodiak staff. When they reached 
the parsonage, their new home, they found that it had been redecorated 
extensively and improved by the people of the church. They also found 
that the activities of the church had been going forward effectively under 
the leadership of the interim pastor, Rev. Glen Chandler of the Mission. 
Not long after he arrived Mr. Wilkinson baptized seven young people. 
Also, within a very short time, Mr. Wilkinson had received permission to 
‘broadcast three times each week from the naval radio station. Radio 
broadcasting is a new departure for our mission work and has proved 
already to be of excellent value in reaching people all over the islands with 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. Because of the difficulty of transportation in 
many outlying sections of Kodiak Island, this is an extremely important 
means of communication. 


The leaders of the Community Baptist Church at Kodiak are oletiaind 
to erect an educational plant to complete the church building. Increasingly, 
this church has found an erratic area a service in this — field. 


Christian Centers 


At the present time 47 Christian Chats workers are receiving financial 
support from our Society. Due to increased juvenile delinquency we have 
recognized the need for an expansion of the work of the Christian Centers, 
such as Aiken Institute in Chicago, and the Denver Christian Center. Boys’ 
workers will be needed in several other Christian Centers in the future. 
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There is an increased need in our ministry to the Negroes for the estab- 
lishment of Christian Centers in the Negro areas of cities. The Hickory 
Street Christian Center in Buffalo, New York, is now becoming a full-time 
Christian Center ; Wilmington, Del., is well established. We have appointed » 
Mr. Barefield Gordon Director of the Gleiss Memorial Center in Detroit. 
These Centers are in Negro areas and therefore minister almost entirely — 
to Negroes. Other Centers are finding more and more need for an inter- 
racial program and are meeting this need efficiently. 


Many churches in areas of need are willing to have their buildings used 
for community service. This offers an opportunity to develop the Juvenile 
Protection Program. The Englewood Baptist Church, Chicago, Illinois, 
is a notable example of this. The weekday program of this church now 
serves between 600 and 700 who are not members of that church. In one 
month there was a total attendance participation of 2,031 children and 
young people. They have a staff of eight paid workers, four full-time and 


four part-time, in addition to five part-time student workers and 29 volun- 
teer leaders. 


North Baptist Church of Camden, N. J., has an expanded program for 
the community in its area. The Parsells Avenue Baptist Church, Rochester, 
N. Y., is preparing for such expansion also. Other churches face this need 
also. The Home Mission Society is aiding in such programs in the plan- 
ning of the activities, in the counseling of workers, and with certain finan- 
cial assistance. 


At the Northern Baptist Convention in ashanti City, N. J., in 1947, a 
Christian Center breakfast was held. Thirty-four appointees of various 
Christian Centers were at this conference. Plans for the future were 


presented and in the discussion that followed each of ms 34 persons par- 
ticipated. 


The Christian Center Leaders’ Camp was held at Camp Okalona in 
Indiana, July, 1947. Here the volunteer leaders and the members of the 
various Christian Center staffs participated in a six-day conference and 
camp. 


The Christian Center Training Conference was held at Eastern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, December 29, 1947, to January 1, 1948. Attendance 
was larger than at any previous conference and the benefits received were 
beyond all expectations. The outstanding emphasis was the significance of 
evangelism as it is carried on in our Christian Centers. The goal agreed 
upon is that no person without a vital faith should enter the activities — 
of a Christian Center without being given both Christian influence and, 
through person-to-person conference, an opportunity to accept Jesus Christ 
as Lord and Saviour. 


Civilian Emergency Service 


There are 23 appointees in Civilian Emergency Service in addition to the : 
13 interdenominational workers who are supported in part by the Home 
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Mission Society. Much work that seemed to be temporary at first is becom- 
- ing permanent. A new church building is being constructed at Clearfield, 
- Utah, which has promise of becoming one of our strongest churches in 
this area. Rev. Selby Swift has been called to be pastor of this church. 


The first unit of the Norwayne, Mich., Community Church has been 
completed and as soon as this building was provided the attendance at the 
services increased notably. The church has an opportunity for significant 
leadership in this area. 


The Sheridan Park Community Church at Bremerton, Wash., is con- 
tinuing to minister to people, many of whom remain in this area only for 
short periods of time. Even though the membership fluctuates because of 
the transient population, the work continues. Rev. Gregory S. Morony has 
been called to be pastor of this church and his work is already showing | 
progress. 


Church Extension 


Church extension is of prime importance today. New PO are being 
built in new areas. Old churches are being revived with competent leader- 
ship. The Home Mission Society is active in promoting church extension 
financial aid. In instances where money is made available, rapid develop- 
ment toward self-support is expected so that money being placed in these 
fields may be transferred quickly to build in other fields. There are at 
present 33 appointees of our Society working in church extension projects. 
The State Conventions and City Societies receive most of the World Mis- 
sion Crusade money for this particular work, but the Home Mission So- 
ciety continually has been asked to give special direction and aid. In several 
cities thete are now city missionaries to direct church extension. There 
are needs for other such city missionaries. 


Directors of Cities Work 


For many years the work of the Standard Baptist City Mission Societies 
has been promoted aggressively by leaders in larger cities. In the smaller 
State Convention related City Societies there has been less direction. There 
is an increasing demand for directors of the work in these State-related 
City Societies. Definite consideration is being given now to the appoint- 
ment of such Directors of Cities Work in a number of states. Here the 
full cooperation and the substantial financial support of the Home Mission — 
Society may be needed. 


Displaced Persons 


Mr. Jobu Yasumura, who has titer of our work with the resettlement 
of displaced persons in this country, has had increasing opportunities for 
service. Several pastors who have been displaced persons in Europe have 
been brought to this country to work in our bilingual churches. Legislation 
is being considered to allow 100,000 displaced persons to enter the United 
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States each year for four years. If this legislation is passed it will mean a 
great upsurge in this work. Plans are being made to meet such a challenge. 


The Juvenile Protection Program 


Alarming increase of juvenile delinquency has made our Juvenile Pro- 
tection Program notably significant in the past three years. We regret 
the resignation of Rev. Emil Kontz as Director of the Juvenile Protection 
Program. He established firm foundations for this large field of service. 

In the program of Juvenile Protection we now are able to give expanded 
service because of new arrangements which have been made. On February 
1, 1948, the office of Juvenile Protection was transferred from Chicago 
to New York City, where greater facilities are available for serving in this 
specialized program. 

On February 15, Rev. Clifford G. Hansen resigned the pastorate of 
the First Baptist Church, Milwaukee, Wis., to become the new Director 
of the Juvenile Protection Program. -He had had wide experience as a 
pastor and has done considerable work in the field of Juvenile Protection. 
We are looking forward to a marked advance under his leadership. 

Rev. Joseph L. Hughes and Miss Ruth G. Maguire are the two additional 
staff members in this program. They have developed a most efficient tech- 
nique of field service and leadership to meet the pressing needs in work 
in behalf of juveniles. 

Juvenile Protection Sunday was May 2, 1948, in the churches of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. This date marked the beginning of National 
Family Week. | 

A program has been prepared for presentation at the Northern Baptist 
Convention in Milwaukee. The Junior Citizens’ Camp is being, prepared 
for Camp Okalona, Ind., July 5 to 16. The Recreational Laboratory is to 
be held at Green Lake, Wis., from August 28 to September 4. Area 
_ Recreational Laboratories line been held in Rhode Island, West Virginia 
and at Bacone College. Others are being planned. 

There is an increased demand for our Juvenile Protection literature, 
which has been prepared by competent workers. 

The Juvenile Protection Program will enable hundreds of Baptist 


churches to increase their areas of service, especially to their adjacent 
communities. 


DEPARTMENT OF TOWN AND COUNTRY WORK 


There is a growing concern among Northern Baptists that the churches 
in town and country become more effective instruments in the kingdom of 
God in the countryside. This concern has inspired arrangements for a 
National Planning Conference for Northern Baptist Churches in Town 
and Country at Green Lake, Wis., July 28-August 3, 1948. This conference 
in town and country become more effective instruments in the kingdom of 
Northern Baptist Convention. It will bring together about 125 rural church 
and denominational leaders to sige a program and strategy for rural church 
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work. The work of the seisainsiation will be done chiefly through five 
seminars : 


Training for the ministry, preservice and in-service. 
Support of the ministry, local, state, and national. 
Public relations for the rural church. 
Program for the rural church. 


church service and program.

Rural Church Center | 


During the year three schools for town and country ministers have been 
held at the Rural Church Center, Green Lake, Wis. The period of time has 
been one month each. Continued difficulty is experienced in enrolling a 
satisfactory number of ministers from town and country; yet the response 
of the pastors, pastors’ wives and women workers who attend these con- 
ferences is highly gratifying. It is increasingly evident that these schools 
are touching one of the most important areas of need in the denomination. 


Rural Church Center has added two new services, namely, correspondence 


courses for rural ministers, and an eight months’ course for pastors who. 


desire more intensive study in the field of the rural church. 
An Advisory Board to Rural Church Center has been elected by the 


_ Board of Managers of The American Baptist Home Mission Sesapyic: ‘This : 


Board has met twice during the past year. 


Directors of Town and Country Work 


Twenty Directors of Town and Country Church Work are now serving 
in the area of the Northern Baptist Convention. These workers are per- 
forming a yeoman-like ministry in rural church leadership. They carry 
many types of responsibility, varying with the needs in the states served. 


One of the important developments in the past few years has been the 
state rural church conference held for a period of four or five days. The 
states which have conducted these conferences are West Virginia, Maine, 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts and Iowa. Conferences of shorter 
duration have been conducted in Michigan, South Dakota, and several other 
states. 


Several Directors of Town and Contes Church Work are serving as. 


Directors or co-Directors in the Crusade for Christ through Evangelism. 
All of the directors are giving some aid to this program. 


New York State reports an experiment in in-service training for rural 
ministers. Nine or ten pastors have been meeting about once a month in 
different churches for an afternoon and evening; the discussion method 

has been followed. The pastors have been encouraged to follow a plan of 


The national and state structure necessary to carry on the rural — 
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action solving problems in their local church work. Outside leadership is 
brought in to each meeting as the need arises. Dr. Milton Froyd and Mr. 
A. M. Medved have represented The Board of Education. Three meetings 
have been held to date with encouraging results. |

Work 


The Department continues its co-operation with the Town and Country 
Committee of the Home Missions Council of North America. This com- 
mittee also serves for The Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America and The International Council of Religious Education. 


Among the co-operative activities of the year have been the National 
Convocation on the Church in Town and Country, held at Rochester, N. Y., 
November 4-6, 1947. This Conference was of a high order and has been 
the means of furthering interest in rural church work. Town and Country 
Church, a magazine for rural ministers, continues to be published nine times 


a year in a 16-page edition. Hymns of the Rural Spirit, a hymnbook ar- 


ranged for use on special rural life occasions, has been published in co-opera- 
tion with the Committee on Worship of the Federal Council of Churches. 
Special orders of service for Rural Life Sunday and Harvest Festival 


have been prepared. A conference on the Church and the Family Farm 
was conducted in Chicago, March 22-24. 


Baptist Town and Country Fellowship 


The Baptist Town and Country Fellowship continues to be the rallying 
point for rural ministers and laymen of the denomination. This Fellowship 
publishes a quarterly bulletin and members receive in addition Town and 
Country Church magazine. The Fellowship has sponsored meetings in con- 
nection with the Northern Baptist Convention at Atlantic City, May, 1947, 
and the National Convocation on the Church in Town and Country. It has 
also secured the services of Professor Luther P. Powell of McCormick 
Seminary for making a survey 4 es a ayy! to the preparation of a minimum 


salary plan. 
Summer Service Projects 


In co-operation with the Department of Cities and with the Summer 
Service Projects Committee, two projects were carried out in rural church 
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areas in the summer of 1947 at Hulett, Wyo., and at Rio Grande, Ohio. 
In both projects the young people eagerly ministered to the people of the 


area through vacation schools, home visitation, youth work, recreation and 
Sunday and weekday services. 


Missionary Outreach 


Probably the most rapidly developing mission project of the year in 
terms of numbers is in Richland, Wash. The work is reported-as follows: 
“This church is to be known as the South Side United Protestant Church 
under the administration of the Washington Baptist Convention. We started 
our program on Sunday, November 2, 1947. A Sunday school had been 
there for some time previous to our going in. The first Sunday we had 73 


present. The attendance continued at about the same number with a little 


trend upward for six weéks.. Then we had a jump to over 100 present at 
the morning worship service. The last six weeks the morning worship 
attendance averaged nearly 150. The Sunday school attendance at the same 
time would average near the 225 mark. No effort was made to emphasize 
the financing of the project. Yet our first three moriths’ income was above 
$1,100. We had an actual membership of 70 at the end of the three months’ 
peri iod.” ” 


Indian Work 


The spirit of outreach and evatigelism continues strong on several Indian 
fields. An example is the Crow Agency, Hardin and Half-Way field (In- 


dian, white and Oriental), where 17 have been baptized and 18 received ° 


into the church otherwise. The Rainy Mountain church in Oklahoma, has 


purchased a new bus to transport families living some distance from the’ 


church. 


The Rainy Mountain church also had a mission at the American Indian 
Exposition, Anadarko, Okla., in August. Bible school, recreation, worship 
services with sermons, and motion pictures constituted the program. At- 
tendance reached as high as 600 at the evening services. 


The Yavapai-Apache church at Middle Verde, Ariz. has made extensive 
improvements on the church building, with a considerable amount of work 
donated by the church members. 


The Tahoe Indian parish, Stewart, Nev., conducted three summer vaca- 
tion schools with a total average ssteitanin of 75. Three young people 
from this parish attended the summer assembly at Lake Tahoe. 


The Indian Layworkers and Missionaries Conference at Bacone Colleen. 
January 26-February 5, 1948, had an enrollment of 59 students. Classes 
were conducted in Bible, the Christian home, living in one’s community, 
adventures in living together, worship and music. 


Because of the special needs on the Navajo-Hopi fields, a school is 


young married people was held at Keams Canyon in early April with the 
attendance limited to 20. 
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_ An extensive survey of the Indian fields has been conducted for the pur- 
pose of determining trends, problems, and accomplishments in “ interim 


_ since the previous survey was — five years ago. 


Bacone College 


An advance step in the history of Bacone College was taken in the 
formation of an Advisory Board of 27 members which meets twice a year. 
The first meeting was on May 30-31 and the second on November 14, 1947. 
One-third of these members are chosen from officers and members of the 
Board of Managers of our Society, one-third from members of the North- 
ern Baptist Convention, and one-third from citizens of Oklahoma. The 
administrators of Bacone as well as the Board of Managers of the Society 
appreciate the help received through this chosen body of counselors. The 
enrollment for the year just ending is 190. A rehabilitation fund has 
made possible extensive renovation and improvements in the buildings. 


~ Rev. Francis W. Thompson, Pastor of Phillips Memorial Baptist Church, 
Cranston, R. L, was appointed President of Bacone- College in January. 
He will assume the responsibilities of the presidency in the summer of 
1948. Mr. Thompson’ s leadership of the church he has served for the 
past ten years, in which he has carried through a successful building pro- 
gram to provide for a congregation that has filled the church building 


twice on Sunday mornings, indicates that the school and children’s home 


will prosper under his guidance. Mr. Thompson was on the staff of 
Bacone at one time, and accordingly is familiar with its work. 


Dr. Detweiler’s service to the school as acting president for’ the past 


year and a half has gone far to build a Christian spirit among the students. 
.He -has strengthened the school academically. He will retire when Mr. 


Thompson assumes office. 


Murrow Indian Orphans’ Home 


Murrow Indian Orphans’ Home continues to shelter and train some 60 
children of grade school age. Not only The American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society but also the Indians of Oklahoma take an active interest in 
the support of these children. Special mention should be made of the 
Christmas party given the children by the Junior Chamber of Commerce of 
Muskogee, which gave to them useful and substantial gifts.

' DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS IN LATIN AMERICA 


On September 30, 1947, Dr. Charles S. Detweiler laid down his responsi- 
bilities as Secretary of the Department of Missions in Latin America and 
became Acting President of Bacone College. He had had a long and useful 
ministry in Latin America. He began nearly half a century ago, in South 
‘America, as a Bible colporter in pioneer missionary effort. In 1907 he went 
to Puerto Rico under appointment of the Society, and since then one of his 
great interests has been in the training of ministers. He trained in Puerto 
Rico men who are today respected leaders, and he helped to found the 
Evangelical Seminary there. After 1919, when he went to New York to 
assume general responsibility for the department, it was his custom to 
conduct institutes for pastors during his visits to the field. By this means 
he has helped to raise the level of preparation of the men already in the 


ministry. Every project for a training school or seminary had his interest 
co-operation. 


Rev. Wilbur Larson took over the responsibility as Secretaty df the De- 


partment of Latin America. He had served as General Missionary in Cuba 
since 1940 and came to the headquarters office in 1946 as Associate Secre- 
tary of the department. We rejoice in the way the atacinkins has 
progressed under his leadership. 


The great need on all the Latin Buinrieni fields of the Society i is for 
personnel, both missionaries from the States and national leaders in each 
country. While foreign and national missionaries are carrying on heroically, 
the extension of the work awaits reinforcements. Latin America is -ex- 
pecting to receive young missionary volunteers. Those who go find it a 
field of great challenge and opportunity, worthy of their best efforts. There 
are now increased opportunities for training native workers, yet the lack 
of such opportunities heretofore has delayed the development of national 
leadership. Furthermore, adequate remuneration for the ministry. depends 


on strong churches, independent of foreign support. While there is en- 


couraging progress at this point, with more and more churches taking full 
responsibility for adequate pastoral support, the low salaries paid to minis- 
ters generally are a definite obstacle. 

Several missionaries have visited in the States during the year. Mr. 
| Rodriguez took two months out of his busy first year in Cuba to take part 
in the Bible and Missionary Conferences. Rev. Ruben Magc of Haiti also 


gave time to these conferences, and Mrs. Trinita Montalvo of Puerto Rico 


gave her able contribution. — his —s Me. Tibbetts of Mexico 
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appeared in many churches, especially in New England and in New York 
State. During the past summer Dr. Angel M. Mergal of the Evangelical 
Seminary in Puerto Rico visited a number of churches, and the Missions 
Conference at Green Lake, Wis. 


Nicaragua 

In Nicaragua a seminary has been flourishing since 1941 with Rev. Robert 
Dixon carrying the responsibility for it along with his duties as General © 
Missionary: The graduates of this school are helping to fill up the ranks 
of the ministry in that country, and are pioneering in new fields. Yet here 
is one of our most critical places from the point of view of personnel. In 
spite of Mr. Dixon’s already heavy load, during this past year and on an 
earlier occasion he has been asked to assume the direction of Colegio 
Bautista in Managua during the absence on furlough of the director, Rev. 
Lloyd Wyse, who in his turn should have the assistance of another Ameri- 
can missionary. Mr. Dixon has written that one of the pastors, not ordained, 
has left during the year to accept a position with a railroad at much higher 
pay. A great loss was sustained when Rev. Arturo Parajon, pastor at 
Managua, went to a church in California. 


A volcanic eruption and political unrest have added their share to the 
year’s history, but there has been progress in spite of difficulties. The newly 
opened fields in northern Nicaragua are responding to the missionary efforts 
of the men laboring there. A building has been purchased at El Ocotal. 
Other chapels have had extensive repairs. A great dream is the project for 
a building in Managua to serve our largest church in Central America, now 
without any proper place for worship. | 


Salvador 


The Nicaragua seminary received a student from El Salvador some 
years ago and last year sent him back trained for the ministry. The quality 
of the man and of the training he received is indicated by the fact that he 
has been called to the pastorate of the church in the capital, having served 
the. church nearly a year as assistant. A significant program of training 
iistitutes is carried on by Rev. Thomas F. F. Dixon, pastor at Santa Ana. 
For periods of several weeks he brings together the lay preachers. Foreign 
visitors, prepared by training and experience, can give valuable inspirational 
leadership to the local pastors. Two men who have visited El Salvador this 
past year have been Dr. W. L. Muncie, Jr., of the Central Baptist Seminary 
at Kansas City, and Rev. Juan C. Varetto of Argentina. On the occasion 
of both these visits the pastors were called together for several days in 
order to profit by this unusual opportunity. _ 


Mexico 


Rev. Orlando L. Tibbetts has completed his first full year as General 
Missionary in Mexico, a land of good opportunity and great opposition and 
persecution. This is the oldest field under The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society in Latin America. The Society first entered Mexico in 
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1870. A number of able Mexican pastors have been developed. Yet, even 
here, the need for workers is acute. At the present time there are seven 
established churches without pastors, and many missions are awaiting only 
the diligent work of a pastor in order to develop into regular churches. 
A year’ ago the opening of a new seminary in Mexico City was reported. 
Now we can report the successful completion of the first year, with the 
opening of the second year with a larger enrollment, and, best of all, the 


acquisition of adequate new property through the aid of the World Mission 


Crusade. This property has accommodations for a-home for the General 
Missionary, a home for another professor in the seminary, and dormitories 


for students. The new school has the co-operation and sympathy of the 
Mexican pastors. 


The first church building for a Baptist church in Mexico City was erected 
in 1885 at a cost of $25,000, including $7,000 given by Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller for the purchase of the lot. Now another house of worship must be 
built. This great church has on hand something over $40,000. A Methodist 
student of architecture presented as his graduation thesis at the University 
of Mexico a plan for the new structure. There is great enthusiasm and it 
is hoped to start construction early in 1948. Other buildings are in progress, 


including the church at Puebla. In this town is located the Latin-American 


_ Hospital where Dr. F. L. Meadows continues his unusual leadership. 
Cuba 


Rev. Oscar Rodriguez has enjoyed an auspicious beginning in Ciba. 


Since 1920 no missionary has given full time to the churches. His ministry, 
now dedicated fully to the churches, is bearing good fruit. 


In March Rev. and Mrs. Theodore Schupbach arrived in Cuba to work 
at Colegios Internacionales. Rev. Augustin Gonzalez, who has been direc- 
tor since 1946, is returning to the pastorate and will go to the church at 


Camaguey, a provincial capital. This is one of the oldest and largest 


churches of the Mission. There has long been a demand for a day school 
here and it is expected that Pastor Gonzalez will repeat his success at 
Palma Soriano in this new field. 


Cuba is another country where trained pastors are sorely needed. An 
interdenominational seminary has been founded at Matanzas, near Havana. 
During the year two Baptist students have been in attendance. Full co- 
operation in this project, including the appointment of a a. faculty 
member, is being considered. 


Haiti, the French-speaking Negro republic, continues to report a story of 


progress not matched by any of the other five fields. There had been a 


Baptist witness here for a century when the first missionary of the Society 
arrived in 1924, but the scattered congregations were for the most part 
‘small and weak. But now the recent figures, show baptisms at the rate of 
about one for every seven members, and several of the churches have large 
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memberships, up to more than 1,500. Some of the first mission pastors had 
little training. While others have been trained in the United States or in 
Jamaica, this was no adequate source of trained leadership for such‘a large 
and growing constituency. A new school has been founded and is now in 
its first year of operation. It is carrying on its first class, maintaining and 
demanding high standards. There is great interest and enthusiasm for this 
new project, which still has many material needs. 

The Port-au-Prince building project is continuing in spite of unusual | 
difficulties in securing building material. The year 1948 should see this 
beautiful structure completed. 


Puerto Rico 


In Puerto Rico all plans are directed to the observance of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Mission. In January, 1949, exactly fifty years will have 
elapsed since independence from Spain was won, bringing with it religious 


liberty. There will be a great celebration of this anniversary with all de- 


nominations participating. The first Baptist missionary arrived within two 
weeks after the United States flag replaced the Spanish flag. Membership 
and stewardship goals have been set. These have been met and even passed, 
well before the scheduled time. 


The new building at Barranquitas Academy has made possible a greatly 
increased enrollment. Over 200 are enrolled. Other campus improvements 
are progressing. These include two new faculty residences, general repairs 


‘and a large basketball court. The Heifers for Relief Program has made a 


generous gift to the Academy of eight heifers and one bull of pedigreed 
registered Holstein-Friesian stock. This splendid herd is cared for by an 
experienced middle western dairyman and should do much to raise the 
quality of the milk cattle in that section of Puerto Rico. 


Even here an unexpected need has developed for new missionary help. 
Rev. Aaron F. Webber, General Missionary, has been called to’ the presi- 
dency of the Evangelical Seminary. We must find someone soon to take 
his place. | 

Once again there has been considerable progress in interdenominational 
work. The Home Missions Council, through its share-cropper program, 


has appointed Rev. Richard E. Johnson to carry on a specialized program 


with the rural pastors. A full-time Executive Secretary has been elected 
to serve the Association of Protestant Churches. 


DEPARTMENT OF EVANGELISM > 


The great activity in the field of evangelism in the Northern Baptist 
Convention for the current year has been the Crusade for Christ through 
Evangelism. All of the resources of the Society have been co-ordinated 
with this program. Although this Crusade is not assigned to our .Society, 
but is handled under a National Committee appointed by the President of 
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the Northern Baptist Convention, yet our Society has a special responsi- 
bility in the field and has given the utmost attention to it. 


The National Committee, authorized by the General Council and ap- 
poiated by President Dahlberg, to conduct the Crusade, are: William W. 
Adams, Paul C. Allen, Margaret T. Applegarth, Edwin T. Dahlberg, John 
Dawson, Roy B. Deer, Carrie Dollar, Rolland N. Dutton, August M. Hintz, 


L. B. Moseley, Raymond Nielsen, Mrs. Ralph Palmer, Waldo Tucker, 
W. M: Wilson, T. T. Wylie. 


The Executive Secretary of the Home Mission Society was eee to 
become the Executive Director of the Crusade, and the Secretary of the 
Department of Evangelism was appointed as Associate Director. The De- 
partment of Public Relations of the Home Mission Society has carried the 
full responsibility for the production of all of the literature involved in 
the Crusade, and this has been a very large and serious undertaking. All 
of the Area Directors of Evangelism have given their full time to the 


Crusade and Dr. Woodbury has directed the area, state and city staff and 
all of the matters in that relation. 


Other agencies are sharing in this Crusade. The Council on Finance 
and Promotion has assigned Dr. Evan J. Shearman, Program Co-ordinator, 
to this Crusade and he has managed the conferences at Green Lake, Wis., 
and the state and city leadership evangelistic conferences, and is now han- 
dling the personnel problem in connection with the Ten-Day Co-operative 
Crusades that will be carried out during the coming year. 


The Board of Education and Publication joins im the evangelistic pro- 
gram, giving it two years in which to operate. Dr. Hoiland has been as- 
signed as an Associate Director and has given much time and attention to | 
the campaign. | 

The Foreign Mission Sdeiettes have also been interested in the Crusade. 
Dr. Herbert E. Hinton, of the staff of the Foreign Society, is assigned as 


an Associate Director of the Crusade and keeps us related to foreign 
missions. 


All of the State and City Directors of Evangelism have also given largely 
of their time to this Crusade and it is through their activity and the co- 
operation:of the State Conventions and City Societies in financing these 
activities that it has been possible to carry out the program with the limited 
budget allotted to it. In state or city areas where there is no employed 
Director of Evangelism the Director of Christian Education, the Director 
of Town and Country Work or the Executive Secretary has been assigned 
the responsibilities of the Crusade. All employed persons of any agency 
are being supported by their own agency, not by the Crusade budget. 


In organization, there has been set up a Crusade Committee in each State 
Convention and each Standard City Society. This committee works with the 
Director of Evangelism, who is called the Crusade Director, and together 
they are building a program which seeks to reach every church within 
their area. 
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During the summer of 1947 three national conferences were held at Green 
Lake in connection with the Crusade. In the first, 120 pastors were brought 
together to study the program of the Crusade and to be trained as leaders 
in the 242 state and city evangelistic leadership conferences during the 
fall of 1947. 


The second conference was for State and City Crusade Directors. These 
were brought together during the general Conference on Evangelism and 
were trained for their leadership in this Crusade. 


The third conference was for chairmen of state ‘et city committees. 
They faced their responsibility as chairmen and the responsibility of their 
committees as volunteer workers, and clearly recognized the possibilities 
in their hands for developing the program among the churches of their 
area. 


Much of the excellent progress that has been made during the year 
was directly traceable to these leadership conferences. Not only was excel- 
lent training given, but they reached a high level of spiritual significance. 
One of them has repeatedly been referred to as having reached the highest 
level of spiritual power of any conference that has been held at Green Lake. 


The Crusade in the Local Church 


Local churches were encouraged to organize Crusade committees, to 
select competent leaders, to conduct planning groups, to study the hand- 
books prepared for the Crusade, and to draw up month-by-month programs 
well suited to increase the evangelistic effectiveness of their own church. 
These leaders were gathered in the 242 state and city evangelistic leadership 
conferences and trained by teams of trained pastors. 


By January 1, 1948, many of our churches had held a series of four local 
church evangelistic conferences for study of the handbooks and building 
their month-by-month programs, and were launched on the carrying out 


of a vigorous evangelistic program. 
Reports of Evangelistic Results 


_An earnest effort is being made to get reports of evangelistic results. 
While these reports are incomplete they indicate that many of our churches 
have been stimulated to unusual activity and effectiveness in evangelism. 
Ten-Day Co-operative Crusades 


The national Crusade staff and committee have worked out ‘atete plans 


. and materials for the second year of the Crusade. Ten-Day Co-operative 


Crusades are planned for every state and city of the Northern Baptist 
Convention. They combine the New Friends for Christ Program for youth, 
the Home Visitation Crusade, the special evangelistic meeting with a guest 
pastor preaching, and interdenominational co-operation to reach out into the 
community. There were five initial Ten-Day Crusades in April, 1948, at 
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Springfield, Mass.; Trenton, N. J.; Marion, Ohio; Bloomington, Ill.; and 
Sioux Falls, S. D. A sixth was planned cs the Pacific Coast but has had 
to be postponed until October, 1948. 


Crusaders’ 


_ To insure a vital spiritual experience for the Ten-Day Crusades, Cru- 
saders’ Conferences are held in each area six weeks in advance, bringing 
in the crusaders (guest-preachers) for two days of conference and prayer 
with the pastors and local church and area committees. Here a weekly 


meeting for prayer, conference, and preparation for tues intensive Ten-Day 
effort is inaugurated. . 


| Evangelism over the Radio | 


One hundred sets of transcriptions of six fifteen-minute programs have 
been made available by the Crusade for use on radio stations. Each program 
- opens with a brief dramatization of some common human problem to 
which Dr. Sidney W. Powell, National Chairman of the Crusade, brings a 
brief message on Christ as the answer. The theme of all six is, “There 
is an Answer.” These radio programs were produced with the best of 
professional help and are of high quality. 


Poster Evangelism 


The Crusade is using posters to promote evangelism and church 
- attendance. An initial Crusade poster featuring the high objectives of the 
Crusade was mailed to every church with four church attendance posters 
for use in an effort to reclaim the indifferent church members in the fall 
of 1947. Leaflets, cards, and other aids for the promotion of Church 
Loyalty Crusades were provided for the local churches to use in this 
' revival effort. Another crusade poster, “Night Is Far Spent,” is now on 
Northern Baptist church bulletin boards as a continual reminder of the 
importance and urgency of our evangelistic task. 


Evangelism Visualized 


Appointees of our department, with the aid of the Division of Visual 
Aids of the Northern Baptist Convention, have produced excellent visual- 
izations of effective techniques in local church evangelism, Winning the 
Children for Christ, New Friends for Christ and Home Visitation Evan- 
gelism. These are now available to the churches and are being used. Our 
dramatized recordings of home visitation also continue to be purchased 
and used in training personal workers. . 


Evangelism of Special Groups 


Special attention has been given the problem of effective approach to 
special groups in our American life. Many nominal Roman Catholics have 
been helped to vital Christian experience and membership in our churches 
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through home visitation crusades. The Pastors’ Round Table has carried 


stories of successful approaches to these needy people. 


Leaflets on Witnessing. to Oriental Students and Witnessing to J apanese 
Americans have been produced and distributed. Others on witnessing to 
Mormons, to organized labor, and to farmers are now in process of 
production. 


Seminary Evangelism 


We have continued our efforts for close co-operation with Northern Bap- 
tist theological schools in clinical training of theological students in. win- 
ning people to Christ by home visitation evangelism with laymen. Espe- 
cially vital experiences resulted this year at Andover pings Theological 
School and Berkeley Baptist Divinity School. | 


Winning the Children 


We have continued close co-operation with the Children’s Division of 
The Board of Education and Publication, providing one-half the support of 
a full-time staff of five trained women in the direction of our Northern 
Baptist program for Winning the Children for Christ. The Bible Story 
Hours in the homes have’ reached hundreds of unchurched children and 


their parents. Churches have succeedéd in enrolling many in our church 


schools and winning many, both parents, and children, for Christ and the 
church. A goodly number of women have now been trained as volunteer 
directors of this program and are giving devoted service. 


Youth Evangelism 


Forrest Fordham has continued as the effective director of evangelism 
for our Baptist Youth Fellowship. Patterns of winning new friends for 
Christ have been perfected. They appeal to the natural desire of youth — 
for social contact with other youth to win youth for Christ and the church. 
The Discipleship Plan for challenging youthful Baptists to follow Christ, 
cost what it may, has produced striking results. Six Discipleship Internes 
have been giving the year on a subsistence pay basis to training young 
people in evangelistic work. Scores have been trained to give competent 


guest leadership on a volunteer basis to youth groups in. our Baptist. 
churches. 


Evangelistic Exhibits at Atlantic City and Green Lake 


Unusually attractive exhibits of evangelistic plans and materials were 
provided for the Northern Baptist Convention in May, 1947, and for the 
national conferences at Green Lake last summer. A large colored map | 
(13 by 7 feet) stood near the entrance of Morehouse Hall showing the 
per cent of churches in each state that reported baptisms last year and the 
per cent of population unchurched in each state. The central spot in 


Brayton Case Exhibit Hall was given to a oe poster on the Crusade for 
Christ through Evangelism.

A serious aspect of our church life is the continual moving about of our 
people, and the failure of thousands of church members to act promptly 
‘in transferring their membership when they move from place to place. 
Nearly a third of our members today are nonresident and living too far 
from the churches where they are enrolled to share in the work, worship 
and inspiration of their churches. Correction of this weakness would add 
greatly to our witness for Christ. The Crusade for Christ through Evan- 
gelism is urging a plan of attack on this problem which — a real 
solution and we hope to see ih aagery in this situation. | 


EDIFICE FUNDS AND BUILDING COUNSEL 


The current year has shown a quickened interest of many churches of 
our Convention confronted by church building needs. Contributing factors 
are (1) the gradual easing of the restricted building materials market, (2) 
the realization that building costs will not be appreciably lower for a long 
time to come, (3) the urgent requirements of many churches that during 
the war sold their old properties to financial advantage but subject to a 
limited tenure and that now must provide themselves new properties, (4) 
the steady postwar movement of population into certain areas of our 
country such as the Pacific Coast, thereby making the modest existing 
buildings totally inadequate for the task in hand, and (5) the accumulation 
of major repairs and improvements which have been deferred through the 
years but must now be made. : 


We have felt the impact of these eile The correspondence and re- 
quests for field visits to local groups have continued to increase. Where 
it has not been possible for the Secretary of the Department to go per- 
sonally to each local field, questionnaires have been mailed out. On receipt 
of the information requested our consulting architect is able in most in- 
stances to give valuable suggestions. Furthermore, helpful literature on 
church building is constantly being prepared and revised. The latest titles 
include Church Building Guide and a new handbook on building for Chris- 
tian education, which is still in manuscript form. Through the joint effort 
of our Protestant church bodies such materials are produced at a minimum 
cost. Hundreds of pieces have been sent to Baptist churches. 


The reviewing of plans sent in by local churches continues to be our 
most helpful service. Each set of plans is studied carefully with the aid 
of our consulting architect. Typewritten comments on the plans, embodying ~ 
the latest available information on churchmanship and building design, are 
included in each review. Pastors and church committees are making in- 
creased use of this service and express appreciation for help received. 

Field visits, while necessarily limited in number, continue to be the most 
effective way of helping churches. Area conferences, however, to which 
local groups bring their leaders and their building problems, have widened 
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our area of service and permitted us to reach more churches. This was 
demonstrated during the year in Southern California. 


The urgency of the present church building situation has not only in- 
creased the demands for building counsel, but has likewise brought new 
requests for financial assistance. Applications for loans from our Church 
Edifice Loan Funds have shown a marked increase. Loans voted during 
the present fiscal year increased 32 per cent over a similar period last year. 


We have been able to counsel with many of our large churches concern- 
ing buildifig fund campaigns. As a consequence substantial sums of money 
have been raised by local churches and indebtedness has been kept at a 
minimum. Where time has permitted and local churches have been willing 
to care for the salary and expenses of our field representative he has led a 
number of successful building fund efforts totalling for the year approxi- 
mately $200,000. 3 


In some instances there is a tendency to borrow too much money for 
building purposes. The high cost of building and the great need of certain 
situations have contributed to this unhealthy tendency. It is the opinion of 
the Protestant church building secretaries that, on the present market, the 
congregation should have at least from 60% to 65% of the cost of the 
project in cash on hand, and should arrange definitely for the rest of the . 
funds needed before beginning a building program. In many cases this 
means one of the following: (1) raising more money before building (the 
best way); (2) curtailing the original building program and building in 
sections; or (3) the piling up of a crippling debt with possible loss to 
loaning agencies. We have devoted much work to what is generally ac- 
cepted as wise church building financing. It is our hope that, together with 
our churches, we may be wise and good enough for the trying days ahead. 


A study of the past year reflects the need for greater care on the part 
of churches before launching building undertakings. Due to the exces- 
sively high cost of proceeding under firm bids, many of our churches have 
gone forward on a cost plus basis. For the most part these projects have 
run from 25% to 30% above estimated costs. This has been little short of 
disastrous to the majority of the churches concerned. The result has been 
frantic last minute efforts to borrow additional new money above what is 
considered a reasonable limit. When such money is not forthcoming, 
_ operations are shut down and a half-finished and unusable building con- 

fronts a disheartened people. Furthermore, agencies which in good faith 
have aided in financing the project as far as it has gone are frequently 
advised that payments on money due them cannot be made. 


Fortunately, not many churches pursue such policies. Despite high costs, 
church building programs can be and are being handled successfully. 

With an eye to the future we have contributed to the work of the Church 
Building Committee of the Home Missions Council. New literature is 
being prepared. A recent church architectural competition, open to all 
schools of the country, brought a wide response and created interest among 
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these schools and their students in the requirements of a present-day 
Protestant church building. Pictures and plans of new buildings are being 
brought together for exhibit purposes. Results of the use of new methods 
of construction and use of new materials are being followed and informa- 
tion is being gathered concerning them. The North American Conference 


on Church Architecture and the Church Architects’ Guild have given 
valuable assistance. | 


Predictions of the best minds indicate: (1) the probability of higher 
interest rates for edifice loans; (2) a general tightening of loan require- 
ments; (3) a small increase in the cost of construction for the coming 
year; (4) a willingness on the part of contractors in many areas to give 
- acceptable firm bids on new construction, thereby eliminating some of the 
risk and uncertainty as to the cost which now plagues our churches; (5) a 
gradual movement on the part of church. architects to a modified modern 
design for church edifices; (6) a greater simplicity in church design; (7) 
a marked trend toward more worshipful church interiors with emphasis 
upon a focal point of religious value at the pulpit or chancel end of the 
nave and (8) the designing of religious educational buildings to provide 
for (a) outside rooms for all children’s groups, (b) greater flexibility in 
the use of floor space, and (c) the trend toward ’larger teaching groups 
and creative teaching. 


During the fiscal year we made 51 church edifice loans, totalling 
$457,517.96. Nineteen appropriations secured by contingent mortgages or 
Christian Center forms of agreement were made available for pieces of 
work in a total sum of $38,000. 


Conferences were held with 216 individual. churches. Architectural ad- 
vice including comments on blueprints submitted by churches went out to 
109 churches. Fifty-seven sets of blueprints were prepared by our con- 
sulting architect and sent to churches requesting them. Five hundred 


fourteen books, pamphlets and other sarees of literature were mailed to 
local 


CHRISTIAN MINISTRY TO SERVICE MEN 


At the opening of the fiscal year 1947-48 our Service Men’s Centers had 
been reduced to four: San Diego and Vallejo, Calif., and Tacoma and 
Seattle, Wash. Total number of men served was smaller, but the needs of 
the individual men are greater than ever. Many persons and organizations, 
moved only by hysteria of patriotism during the war, have already lost 
interest, now that the war pressure is off. This neglect by communities in 
which large numbers of men in uniform are to be found is unwholesome. 
Commercial amusement places are inadequate. Often the forces of a com- 
‘munity which care least about morals and manhood capitalize on the situa- 
tion. Young men unable to find wholesome places of recreation and amuse- 
ment, friendly SONNE: wise counsel, and Christian love drift into the | 
wrong places. 
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A new center has been opened in Newport, R. I, where the Atlantic | 
fleet is now based. Renewed activity at the Las Vegas airfield has caused 
us to open new activities there in the First Baptist Church. The closing of 
the U.S.O., as of December, 1947, brought forth several inquiries about 
opening new Servicemen’s Centers, or continuing something somewhat com- 
parable to the present U.S.O. clubs. In a few places where there is a 
strong council of churches, there is the possibility that the furnishings and 
even the location and lease of the U.S.O. may be taken over by a church 
council. This offers opportunity to make the program and ministry more 
definitely religious. 


As the need for Servicemen’s Centers declined, another critical need was 
emerging. By the thousands young men laid aside their uniforms and en- 


rolled in universities and colleges. Nearly every college and university in 


the nation had a special veterans village near by. The need for friendly 


church ministry to these new communities added too much to the already 


overburdened university pastors and student workers. In full co-operation 
with the Department of University Pastors of the Board of Education and 
Publication, we responded to this need. We have furnished additional part- 
time personnel to 45 different university pastors and student workers. We 
bear one-half of the salary and expense of a full-time special worker 
among veterans in one large city area where there is a large concentration 


of students. On eight different campuses we share the cost of a strengthened 
_ religious ministry in co-operation with other denominations. 


Northern Baptists have approximately 100 chaplains still on active duty. 
We continue an active contacf with them through monthly reports received 
and by correspondence with them and personal visitation whenever possible. 
We continue to supply literature such as The Secret Place, The Link and 
The Chaplain. We continue to co-operate with the General Commission on 
Chaplains and by this means make every effort to strengthen the impact 
chaplains can make upon our men in the armed forces. We also continue 
to supply miscellaneous literature, communion sets, visual truth posters, 
subscriptions to Missions, etc. A luncheon is held for all chaplains and 


former chaplains each year in connection with the meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Convention. 


We continue to administer the funds which are designated for conscien- 
tious objectors. At the present time a few men are receiving assistance 
toward schooling which was interrupted by their Civilian Public Service. 
Small payments have been made to.the Mennonites, Brethren, and Friends 
toward the unmet balance advanced by them to care for Baptist boys in 


Civilian Public Service camps. At the present time the unmet balance is 
$59,244.81. 


It should be clearly recognized that this does not constitute either a legal 


or a moral obligation. When the program for conscientious objectors was 


being set up, we made it perfectly clear to the historic peace churches that 
we probably could not finance such a program as they were proposing. 
They clearly stated then that our moral support and active co-operation 
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would greatly aid them and that we need assume no greater financial obliga- 
tion: than we found practical. We have operated on this understanding ever 
since. 


_ Also it should be understood that the Northern Baptist Convention by its 

vote authorized The American Baptist Home Mission Society only to 
_ handle money designated for this purpose, but not to support it with un- 
designated funds. The Society has fulfilled every legal and moral obliga- 
. tion in this matter. However, we stand ready to serve this cause in any 
further way we can, and as a matter of denominational pride we would 
be glad if this entire balance could be given to the historic peace churches. 


Another activity is now practically completed: assisting chaplains to 
relocate in civilian life following their tours of military duty. While there 
are a few chaplains from time to time who avail themselves of this assis- 
tance, we are sure that most of this program is now completed. The chap- 
lains have expressed deep gratitude to the denomination for its realistic 


and helpful program to assist the chaplains in this difficult period of 
relocation. 


During this year one-half of the time of the MER of the Ministry 


to Service Men has been devoted to the growing and increasing work in the 
field of personnel. 


KEEPING THE CHURCHES INFORMED 


The Board of Managers has been mindful throughout the year that sup- 
port of the mission program must be solicited. As one of the co-operating 
agencies of the Northern Baptist Convention we share in the Unified World 
‘Mission Budget, and we endeavor to do our part to secure support of that 
budget. This is done through the publication of literature and through 
deputation work by missionaries from the field and by the secretarial and 
field staff. Advertising is carried in Christian publications to emourner 
_contributions, particularly annuities and legacies. 7 


An unusual opportunity was given for deputation by missionaries Susliek: 
the past season by the Bible and Missionary Conferences. Missionaries of 
the Society and Christians from the mission fields came to the United States 
to speak in these meetings. Among them were Pasteur Ruben Marc of the 
Baptist Church in Port-au-Prince, Haiti, and Dr. Oscar Rodriguez, Gen- 
eral Missionary in Cuba. 

Home Mission Digest No. 3 has been used widely during the year for 
missionary reading. It is a digest of stories from the mission fields in 
North America. Leaflet literature has been published from time to time 
to tell the story of work in specific fields. Most of the literature is pub- 
lished in co-operation with the Woman’s American Baptist | Home Mission 
Society. Advertising, likewise, has usually been done in Soreperaiion with 
that Society. 


A series of missionary stories has ae projected by the two national 
home mission boards. The stories from the home mission fields are mailed 
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periodically to a selected list of people who are in a position to use them, 
such as Sunday school superintendents and people who do speaking in 
behalf of missions in churches. The boards of the two Societies are 
co-operating also in the production of a group of leaflets which, when com- 
pleted, will give information about all the fields in which we work. Leaflets 
on Alaska and on the Christian Centers have been printed most recently. 
Two pamphlets on the Indian work in the Southwest have been published : 
The Hopi and Navajos. 


A promotional leaflet, We Are Pleased to Present, was published by us. 
We have been mindful of the usefulness of Missions, Crusader, Baptist 
Leader, the State Convention and City Mission Society Bulletins, the News- 
letters, and The Watchman-Examiner in telling the story of home missions. 


DISCOVERING MISSIONARY CANDIDATES 


The Department of Personnel of the Associated Home Mission Agencies 
has been operating for one year and has clearly demonstrated the wisdom 
of establishing such an enterprise. The Baptist Associated Home Mission 
Agencies is composed of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, The Board of Educa- 


tion and Publication, the 34 State Conventions and 15 Standard City Mis- 
sion Societies. 


The immediate objective of the department is to find missionary per- 
sonnel who are adequately trained and sufficiently consecrated to the home © 
mission task. A substantial number of such workers has been found and 


information has been given to the administrators of the various agencies 
who are seeking qualified workers, 


The other activity which is not so immediate is that of becoming ac- 
quainted with young people in colleges or even in high schools, who feel an — 
urge for a life of service, and present to them the cause and challenge 
of the great home mission and Christian education opportunities. The 
secretary of this department is a welcome visitor in any college group, 
especially Roger Williams groups and those which are led by our Baptist 
university pastors. During the past year he has visited several colleges, 
all of our Baptist seminaries and some Southern —* seminaries as 


well as interdenominational seminaries. 


Another long range opportunity is correspondence with the young people 
who, during youth conventions and summer assemblies, express their in- 
terest in special Christian service. We have in our files tle names of more 
than 1,000 young men and young women whom we are cultivating and with 
whom we shall seek to maintain active contact during their — of 
training. 

Another service which this department has established sindadatty is that 
of publishing periodically a personnel bulletin which will carry the names 
of young men and young women currently available for different types 
of Christian work. This bulletin is sent to all State and City Mission 
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Society Secretaries as well as all department heads of the various Home 

Mission Agencies. In that way they are able to establish direct contact 

with the young men and young women who might become interested in 

‘serving in their particular area. We plan to maintain this service and 

perfect it as much as we can out of experience. | 

_ The leaflet Doors Ajar is now in its third printing of 10,000 per edition. 
This department has been instrumental in locating approximately fifty 


home mission workers and Christian education workers in the various 
fields. 


Important and fruitful as this work is, we have been able to assign to it 
only half of a secretary’s time. It is very important that it shall have 
full-time service as soon as this can be arranged. 


CONCLUSION 


Thus, we come to the end of another year of effort in winning North 
America for Christ. A new year opens before us with new challenges and | 
opportunities. There is no pause in the ongoing work. The shift from year 
to year has no significance except in the records. The task goes steadily 
forward. We are deeply grateful to God for the privilege of working for 
him in this field. We rejoice in what we have been able to accomplish for 
him. We deeply regret the fact that in many cases we have not succeeded 
in accomplishing what needed to be done. We pray for his foregiveness 
for our failures and for his further guidance and blessing to enable us in 
the year ahead to achieve more than ever that which he has allotted us to do.

DEPARTMENT OF EVANGELISM 
Visitation Evangelism 

I have attempted to promote two emphases of the evangelism work. First, a prayer 
program to give more spiritual impetus to the Crusade. Secondly, to hold enough 
meetings to prove the worth of the combination of home visitation and preaching. We 


have received between five and six hundred names of people who said they would 


give one hour in prayer for the Crusade this year and on the basis of that pledge we 
have assigned them an hour. 


I have incomplete records of my Sapnttinn. Every figure I give is a tog estimate 
and I trust the minimum rather than the maximum. I have prayed that these meetings 
would be held in strategic places. 


In October, I was one of the leaders in the Home Visitation aes carried out in 
the San Francisco Bay area. The Richmond area, where I was a leader, had some 
significant results one little church having 53 additions. 


In December, I held a combination meeting in North Sacramento with one week of 
visitation and one week of preaching. I believe there were about 65 immediate addi- 
tions to the church as a result. I estimate that we trained 25 workers in home 
visitation in this church. 


In January, I was one week in Chehalis and one week in Hoquiam-Aberdeen, Wash. . 
We trained about 15 workers in Chehalis and had about 12 immediate additions. In 
the Hoquiam-Aberdeen area we trained about 30 workers, with about 15 immediate 
additions resulting. However, both the pastor of the Hoquiam church, Mr. Northrup, 
and the Aberdeen church, Mr. Kingsley, reported to me recently that hardly a Sunday 
has gone by but what they have had responses to the invitation as a direct result of 
the visitation program carried on in January. 

In February, I was a week in Roseburg, Oregon, where we trained some 40 workers 
and where, according to Mr. Sconce’s report, nearly 80 have now united with the 
church as a direct result of the week’s combination meeting. 


For two weeks of the same month I was in McMinnville, Ore., where we trained 
12 workers although the pastor thought there would be about 80 who wanted to take 
the instruction. There were 19 who actually united with the church during our meeting. 


The first week in March, I held a combination meeting with the First Christian 
Church and the First Baptist Church of Everett; Wash. I was able to enlist the 
co-operation of the Christian church inasmuch as the pastor is a friend of mine. 
The Christian church had never before attempted evangelistic meetings. Their results 
were meager but gratifying. About twelve of their members were trained in visitation 
and about 8 decisions were secured for Christ and the church. About 45-50 workers 
from the First Baptist Church were trained and the number of decisions they secured 
I do not know, but do know that on the following Sunday 66 responded to the invita- 
tion. Most of this number were adults and most of them came into the membership by 
baptism, 

The next week I had a preaching mission in the First Baptist Church of Sacramento, 
Calif. This church, according to the word I had received, had not had any evangelistic 
meetings for 18 years and they did not want to carry on a visitation crusade and were 
rather dubious about the preaching mission. Therefore, my messages were mainly to 
Christians. Even at that, 19 united with the church that week. Our attendance on 
the first Sunday evening was the largest in almost a year with the evening congre- 
gations growing each night, and the last testi ail the congregation exceeded by about

100 the record attendance for the year. This without a big-named evangelist, without 
any advertising and without a pastor to enlist the united support of the church.

Mexico 


As we look back upon the past year of labors in Mexico we do so with thanks to 
God for the experiences that have been ours. The most outstanding of these was the 
founding of the Baptist Seminary of Mexico, which was initiated in order to meet 
the great need for pastors in this vast country. Through the help of the World | 
Mission Crusade we have purchased a very fine property in the suburbs of Mexico 


City, and though we have only a small student body we can report real progress. Each 


day finds the students working in the gardens, henhouses, carpenter shop, or amongst 
the animals that we have purchased. It is our desire to teach them how to live in the 
rural areas with the most scientific agricultural methods as well as the well-grounded 
Gospel of love. Another Pastors’ Institute was held this past year and at*the same 
time a Training Course for laymen. This was done under the auspices of the Baptist 
Seminary and the Spanish-American Seminary of Los Angeles. Thirty-five pastors 
came from all parts of the Republic for this Retreat. In the evening the laymen’s 
training course had an average attendance in the First Baptist Church of Mexico 


City of 300. 


One of the great inate | in our field is better church buildings. Some of the churches 
have begun building campaigns to raise the money, others have partially built, and 
still others have completed their projects. One of the most outstanding projects of 
this year was in Matamoros, Tamalipas. I had the pleasure of attending the dedication 
of the newly completed building. The pastor, Adolfo Hernandez, assumed charge of 
that work ten years ago when there were only twenty-five persons forming a mission. 
Now it has an organized church with 200 members, five mission stations of real strength, 
a new church building, and a full-time kindergarten with three teachers and 50 
children, and all completely supported by the church of Matamoros. 


Our work is extending itself at all times through the preaching of the Gospel. 
Many of the mission stations are now ready to be organized as churches. One example 
of this work is seen in the mission at Xochomilco, the famous Floating Gardens outside 
of Mexico City. This mission was established by Jose Tenorio, a student in our 
seminary. A number of persons are now ready to be baptized and within a few months 


will organize as a Baptist Church. 


This year saw the passing of: one of the great Baptist leaders in Mexico. Don 
Ernesto Barocio, for more than twenty years General Missionary under our Society, 
went to his Master on June the first. Mr. Barocio was loved by every Baptist in the 
Republic and was known throughout the work for his qualities of devotion and 
Christian statesmanship. As Editor of the “Himnario Popular” and author and trans- 
lator of numerous hymns, he was known throughout Latin America. God help us to 
raise up men with the vision and capacity of this great soldier of the cross. 


This year saw the appointment by our Society of the Rev. Porfirio Garcia as field 
missionary. Mr. Garcia was formerly pastor of the First Baptist Church of Monterrey. 
He is a graduate of our Spanish-American Seminary and as pastor of the largest 
Baptist church in Mexico he has made an outstanding record. He is especially noted 
for his ability as a worker among the mission stations and as an organizer of new 
churches. It is expected that he will make it possible for the General Missionary to 
give more time to his part as President of the Seminary.

~ The San Salvador Church is reaching new heights in making contacts with outsiders, 

vying with the Santa Ana Church, as always in the past, to become the leading church 
-in the land. The new pastor, Sr. Miguel Blanco, from our own San Salvador school, 
and after his four years in Nicaragua in ministerial preparation in the Baptist seminary, 
has rapidly developed and shown his ability. 

Going to night school is the new fad in San Salvador. Vous people have come 
to the idea that material advantage comes by going to school. The thousand mark was 
passed some time ago, in the number of students, and this year registration has reached 
unprecedented popularity. It affects our church activities, for the young people are 
cettainly the life of the church. Week night functions, services, study classes, 
rehearsals, meetings of all kinds, must take a secondary place. But some who were 
so unfortunate in young childhood as to be victims of a disregard for education will 
now better themselves, while church programs are adjusted to meet the new rush of 
enthusiasm for a certain type of culture which will improve Baptist life in the future. 

This church and the Santa Ana Church mentioned pay entire salaries of full-time 
pastors. Sr. Juan Rodriguez N. is pastor in Santa Ana. Maintaining seven: missions 


with other. occasional preaching points, this church is nobly pushing toward laying 


foundations for which they have been contributing some 31 years, since Palm Sunday 
of 1917. It was proposed that palm branches in form of offerings be brought to honor 
the Saviour. The fund was called, the “Fund of Branches” (Fondo de Ramos). It 
is hoped to occupy some such part of the edifice as can now be built, pending future 
completion. 


Salvadorean Baptists in this year have been blessed by visits from lieipieiens men, | 


partly through their own initiative and financial backing, as well as through the good 
_ will of these visitors. Juan C. Varetto, the great Argentine Baptist preacher and 


writer, renewed his happy relations with El Salvador of many years ago, Dr. Jose 


Maria Ruiz, converted Catholic priest from Nicaragua, held crowded meetings in many 
of our churches. Dr. W. L. Muncy, Jr., Professor of Missions in. Central Baptist 
Seminary, Kansas City, gave uplift to our people, particularly in regard to steward- 
ship, of whom from a recent estimate, about 9 per cent are tithers, and it may easily 
be presumed that our people contribute some $10,000 to the work annually. 


Evangelism by special campaigns with local preachers lent by their churches, con- 
tines, with as much apparent fruit as is gained with the preaching of outsiders. The 
work of these, however, has lent an impetus that cannot be mathematically measured, 
of urlique worth. 


Educational work of various types enters into the program and policy of the mission- 
aries in their activities: classes for lay church workers; Daily Vacation Bible schools, 
nine of these by Miss Mary Mills of the Woman’s Society and four more under her 
direction; institute work, especially by Rev. Thomas F. F. Dixon, who organized 
courses in the essentials of Bible and Christian work, which he held during three 
months with nine men in attendance. Two of these were engaged in pastoral service, 
others gave up ordinary pursuits for the time being to remain in Santa Ana for the 


studies. A meeting with the purpose of an institute, but which took the name of the 


Baptist Exchange, was also held recently in San Salvador, first of its type, given to 
wide and free discussion. Pastors’ wives were invited for the first time to workers’ 
discussions, and a second deacons’ heen of all El Salvador: was combined with 
the gathering. 

The Chinameca church as this is written rs supposedly paying its last dollar on 
a splendid property acquired entirely on their own means and initiative. It is on 
rocky ground, and perhaps for this reason costs less, but as the church and town grow 
its surroundings will improve. The ample chapel nicely accommodated the Eastern 
Association of Baptist Churches in January. Ozatlan also enjoys a recently — 
edifice, built entirely with local money, soon to be paid for.

Nicaragua 
Rosert W. D1xon 


A special effort: was made the past year to have evangelistic campaigns in all of 
our chapels.. While this goal was not fully met, the results of the effort made were 
very satisfying. The campaigns were conducted by fellow pastors and by Dr. Jose 
Maria Ruiz of the Seminary faculty. Both pastors and churches received great 
inspiration. Many responded to the invitation to accept Christ and many more heard 
the gospel preached. 


Usually progress is very slow and opposition is strong. However, on every hand 
there are requests for the preaching of the gospel. There is a constant demand for 
more pastors and workers to minister to these needs. Sometimes large congregations, 
formed by volunteer workers, need a more adequate ministry than these can give by 
occasional yisits. 


Our most interesting evangelistic effort resulted from a difference that arose within 
the Roman Catholic Church between the Bishop and the people of the community in 
the city of Diriomo. The people had the custom of carrying in procession and rever- _ 
encing a replica of the monstrance in which the consecrated wafer or host is kept. 
Had the host been present this act of worship would have been legitimate as an 
adoration of the. “real presence” of Christ in the wafer. However, as the host was 
never placed in this receptacle, the worship was declared to be idolatrous. There was 
a further motive for discontent when the Bishop sought to remove a crown from 
‘an image of the Virgin and take it to Granada. As the Bishop was addressing the 
people a stone was thrown that hit the Bishop in the face, drawing blood. He there- 
upon placed the town under the interdict. Possibly this is the first time in a hundred 
years that this ecclesiastical sanction has been imposed in Nicaragua. It means that 
the church is completely closed and no public servies whatever are held. It was a 
most unusual experiene to be in this town during Holy Week when not a firecracker 
was shot off, no processions passed through the streets, and the church was tightly 
closed and silent. | 

When this difficulty arose, the people of the town called upon Dr. Ruiz to visit 
them. It was from this town that Dr. Ruiz had left some eleven years ago to give 
up the Catholic priesthood and accept the gospel. They now received him back with 
open arms. 

Interest has been exceedingly high. As we have had no building, services were 
held from door to door and in the streets. Great crowds of 200 or more stood for 
hours in the sun to hear the gospel. While we do not expect this to take the form 
of a “mass movement,” we. now count some forty as genuine believers and interest 
is still very great. A man of the community has donated a lot for the building of 
a temple. Our colporter, Francisco Telleria, is spending some months there to 
organize and instruct the believers. The National Baptist Convention is also inter- 
ested in the field, and hopes later to settle a permanent worker there. 


| In our new fields to the north, Matagalpa maintained a small grade school 
throughout the year. The work shows a small but steady growth. Two of our recent 
seminary graduates are now located in Esteli and Sebaco, both promising fields, where 
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some evangelizing has already been done. We could locate at least ten more workers 
in important centers in the north, and with the opportunities open before us and 
urgent requests for the gospel being made frequently, we hope that we may not 
have to wait long before sending the workers forth. 


A.new church was organized in El Jabali Mine, in the eastern part of the 
Republic, with 21 members. A Baptist church was established there. years ago, and 
then the mine closed down for a number of years and the members moved away. 
Manuel Silva, a foreman in the mine, was instrumental in organizing the early work, 
and was again the one to raise up this new congregation. 


The pastor of the Managua Church, Rev. Arturo Parajon, is now on leave of 
absence from the church and is at present in Oakland, California. During his 
absence, Rev. Manfredo Pentzke is interim pastor. The church is engaged in a large 
drive for funds for their much-needed church building. Since the earthquake of 
1931 the church has used the school auditorium. This is a large church of some 
600 members and the building must be adequate for gatherings up to 1,000 or 1,200. 
The only construction feasible for the tropics is reinforced concrete, which means 
an expensive construction. The church has set a goal of 350,000 Cordobas to be 
raised in five years. This will mean raising about $1,000 monthly beside current 
expenses. 

Two institutes for pastors and Sunday school teachers and workers were held 
during the year. At the first Dr. W. L. Muncy, Jr., Professor of Missions and 
Evangelism at Central Baptist Seminary, was present and gave very helpful lessons. 

The Nicaragua Baptist Convention through its Home Mission Society continues to 
maintain the work in three fields, beside giving assistance to the school in Tipitapa 


and three other fields. They also maintain a home for aged women. The Convention 


this year met in Chinandega and it was a great evangelistic event for that community. 


Our Seminary opens its eighth year in Nicaragda with a promising beginning class. 
We also have a group of boys in preparatory studies. 


The day school in Managua under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd E. Wyte 


again begins the year with all facilities taxed to the es and no more room for 
the many students who wish to enroll. 


Dr. John S. Pixley hag made much needed repairs and enlargements to the build- 
ings at the Baptist Hospital. These institutions mean a great deal to the prestige 
and effectiveness of our work. Last Sunday a father of some of the school children, 
who had come in contact with the church through the school, was baptized. 


Miss Mary Butler has done fine work in the churches during the year, visiting 
the Sunday schools and conducting Vacation Bible schools. 


A well-stocked bookroom, Libreria Luminar, was opened in the capital with grati- 
fying beginnings.

Cuba 
Oscar RODRIGUEZ 


This is my first annual report as General Missionary in Cuba. At the close of 
our Convention year (February 29) I had been serving in Cuba only eight months, 
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two of which I spent away from the field participating in the Bible and Missionary 
Conferences in the United States. During my tour of service so far I have come 
to appreciate the Cuban people quite well and I have discovered in them a great 
people, full of enthusiasm and a promise of great possibilities for the future. My 
family and I feel at home in their midst. The warmth of their friendship and their 
enthusiastic and willing spirit of co-operation make us happy as we serve our Lord 
in fellowship with them. - 


We arrived in Cristo, the Cuban Mission headquarters, the first week of July last 
year. We were made happy by the presence of practically all the workers who had 
gathered for their summer institute. This gave me just the right opportunity to 
meet personally the leaders. with whom I was going to serve. It was most encour- 
aging to hear them express their desire for a close co-operation with the new General 
Missionary. They have always been enthusiastic supporters of the General Missionary 
whom they have held in high esteem. I have been pleased to see that their spirit of 
co-operation is real and has proved a vital source of inspiration to me in my many 
duties and responsibilities. 


The Annual Convention 


The historic city of Bayamo, the one city honored by an act of the Cuban Congress 
as a National Monument, welcomed the Annual Convention this year. Delegates and 
visitors from the two provinces of Oriente and Camaguey crowded to overflowing the 
temple of the Baptist Church during the six days of the Convention. According to 


the practice so far, four conventions were held during the six days: three one-day 


conventions held by the Youth Federation; the Sunday School Convention; and the 
Women’s Missionary Association. The other days were used by the Baptist Con- 
vention of Churches. 


I never witnessed a General Cofivention that dealt with so many vital issues and 
accomplished as much, and in such fine spirit, as this one. The one word that could 


describe what I witnessed during those days is, THRILLING! One could not help 


but praise God for such marvelous manifestation of his power in —— simple people 
to carry out his great redemptive purpose in our midst, 


One of the interesting features of the entire program was the time spent by the 
pastors, missionaries, and ministerial students in studying together the program of 
missionary advance for the future. We took a look at the achievements of the past 
and, projecting-our prophetic look into the future, dared organize new adventures for 
the coming years. Evangelism, stewardship, Christian education and missions will be 
given renewed emphasis this year as we look forward to the Golden Jubilee cele- 
bration at the next convention to be held in Santiago de Cuba, where almost fifty 
years ago the work here in eastern Cuba was started by heroic Baptist missionaries. 


The Convention has reorganized its departments of evangelism and stewardship, 
Christian education and literature, and Missions. A board for each of these depart- 


ments was created in order to promote these activities in our churches throughout the 


two provinces of Oriente and Camaguey. The Cuban Mission Society has been 
organized since 1920 and has accomplished a remarkable record in establishing and 
supporting pioneer missionary work. Their goal for missionary giving this year was 


$7,500. The reported missionary offering this year was $7,557.30, which marks a 


great victory. The new budget calls for an increase to $8,000 for the current year. 


The newly created Boards of Evangelism and Christian Education will! seek to 
promote a new emphasis in their respective fields of endeavor, aiming at winning 
more souls for Christ and strengthening the faith of the believers by teaching _and 
guiding them into a life of Christian service and joyful participation in the great 


_— of the church. Our slogan may be said to be, “Every Baptist a participating 
aptist.”’ 


Heretofore, the annual convention met during Passion Week. It was felt that. 
these special days in our calendar could be used advantageously for evangelistic 
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campaigns throughout our field. In order to leave that date open for that purpose, 
it was decided to end the convention year on December 31 and hold the annual 
convention in the third week of January from now on. 


Youth Activities 


Plans are under way for the organization of two youth retreats this coming sum- 
mer. The Board of Christian Education will arrange for one retreat to be held in 
Cristo for the young people of Oriente, and the other one in Camaguey for the youth 
in that province. These youth retreats will be featured by the leadership training 
emphasis. in their curriculum. 

A Baptist Youth Congress is being organized to meet in August in the city of 
Ciego de Avila where years ago this activity was first organized. The Federation 
of Baptist Young People is sponsoring this Congress. It promises to be a great 
gathering of enthusiastic Baptist youth and will sound the note for the opening of 
special celebrations featuring the fiftieth anniversary of the beginning of Baptist. work 
in eastern Cuba. The slogan for the coming congress is, Baptist Youth Marches On! 


New Workers 


Besides the General Missionary and his family, a new American couple was wel- 
comed by the .Convention at Bayamo. The Rev. and Mrs. Theodore H. Schupbach 
’ came to us early in March of this year to assume, at the close of this school: year,

Agustin Gonzalez, who served successfully as Director of the school during the last 


two years, returns to the pastorate, where he nae rendered brilliant services for 
many years.

One of our great needs is for more trained nile We are pleased to see our 
two students in the new seminary in Matanzas doing very well in their studies. Three 
_more promising young people will be ready to enter the seminary in two more years. 
We pray God that he may lead us in discovering those young people whom he may 
call to give their lives in active service for the preaching of the Gospel. While the 
harvest is plentiful and ready, the workers are very few.

Interdenominational Co-operation 


Most of our churches are members of the Cuban Council of Churches. Last October 
the Council met in Holguin and a large representation from our churches attended 
the meetings. It is the feeling of our leaders that in a country where Catholic 
supremacy has long existed, it is a good strategy to present a united front by the 
Protestant groups in the island. Having been chosen to serve as President of the 
Council of Churches, I have seen the value of co-operation among the evangelical 
denominations in this missionary field. There are more ways than one in which we 
can best serve the interests of the Kingdom by co-operating with those who, me us, 
want to see Cuba brought to Christ through the preaching of the Word.

Missionary Emphasis 


The year just past has been our Year of Missions. The leaders of the Puerto 
Rico Baptist Convention realize that no Christian work can prosper entirely on the 
receiving basis, and have dedicated a year to this special emphasis to give missions — 
its place in our thinking, praying and giving. Missionary Siving, less than four per 
cent of the total, is increasing year by year. Most of these funds are used on our 
own home mission field in the mountains at Guzman Arriba. The rest goes to Baptist 
work outside of Puerto Rico and to interdenominational causes in the island. 


During the year a one-day Missions Institute was held in each of the churches. A 
special program with visiting speakers presented missions in Sunday school, afternoon 
session and in the evening church service. (Our churches have no morning preaching 
service. ) 

The participation of Mrs. Trinita Montalvo in the Bible and Missionary Conferences 
in several of the north central states may be considered as a part of this same.

This Year Self-Support 3 


The Baptist churches of Puerto Rico have shown an interest in self-support almost 


from the beginning of our work here. When the Association of Baptist Churches was 
organized in 1902, one of the papers read was on this subject. During the past year 
the number of churches which pay their pastor’s salary in full reached thirteen, or 
nearly one-third.

The Evangelical Seminary 


Our ministerial candidates receive their preparation in the interdenominational 


seminary in Rio Piedras. Since 1943 Dr. Angel M. Mergal has been the Baptist 
representative on the faculty, and in the summer of 1947 the Reverend Aaron F. 
Webber assumed the presidency of the institution. At present the number of Baptist 
students is reduced, but a number of new candidates have applied for the coming 
year. Also, a number of some of our younger pastors are taking seminary work. 
The Seminary is reaching out to pastors on the field through extension courses, both 
for Seminary graduates and lay pastors. : 
_ We consider the work of the Seminary of vital importance, particularly in view 
of the shortage of workers in every phase of the missionary endeavor. Puerto Rico 
offers us a wide open door, but we have too few pastors, too few general workers in 
the denomination, too few Christian teachers, and too few interdenominational 
workers, | | 


Interdenominational Work 


Perhaps the most significant forward step in interdenominational work during the 
past year was the election of Reverend Virgilio I. Gonzales to give his full time 
as Secretary of the Association of Evangelical Churches. This move puts the 
Association in a position to render a real and direct service to the churches. We 
also co-operate in a pastorate to those in the leper colony, tuberculosis sanatorium, 
prison, insane asylum, in the periodical Puerto Rico Evangelico, The Evangelical 
Press, and the work among university and college students.

Another year has brought in its rich spiritual harvest with thousands of converts, 
hundreds of baptisms, and reports of general progress everywhere. A most encourag- 
ing aspect has been the response in some of the town churches. Our greatest 
progress has always been among the country people, but our town congregations are 
growing, too. Many young people of the educated classes have been won and are 
giving a bright testimony among their friends and relatives., 


Our annual meeting of pastors took place in December in Port-au-Prince at the 
invitation of Pastor Ruben Marc. There was a fine spirit of fellowship and co- 
operation in Mission projects. Most of the churches have been faithful im under- 
taking an increasing responsibility for their pastor’s support and thus working toward 
self-support. Missionary interest is also increasing, and this year’s offering is being 
given for World Relief through the Northern Baptist Convention. 


Cap-Haitien 

The pastor, Rev. A. Groves Wood, writes as follows: “The year 1947-1948 has 
- been in many ways the high light in my whole life as a missionary. Packed con- 
gregations in all the churches and outstations tell of faithful work on the part of 
the splendid band of lay-workers whom the Lord has raised up. At the Cape church 
the congregation was sa great at the monthly Communion service that we decided to 
hold it in the afternoon, and allow only the members into the building. Even so 
every bench in the church and those in the presbytery was packed with people as 
we gathered around the Lord’s table. We closed the year with plans to make one 
church building of the present auditorium and the presbytery. This has been made 
possible by the generous gift of friends in California who have shown their practical 
interest in Haiti since I came here in 1923. The church at Acul is so inadequate 
that we are planning to enlarge it to double the present size. The Limonade church 
has been floored during the year and a good start has been made toward the new 
church building at la Plaine du Nord. We have gathered materials for the building 
of the new church at Quartier Morin. In addition six buildings have been erected 
in the outstations entirely with money raised locally. We have organized a Home 
Mission Society to which each church devotes one-fifth of the regular collections, and 
from this fund we are sending out our lay-workers two by two where there is a 
special need. The Christian Endeavor of the Cap church helps to support a worker 
in the Trou area. The number of converts who are being prepared for baptism is 
about 2,000. In the city of Cap Haitien alone we have 250, and the large hall where 
the weekly inquirers’ class is held is often so full that some have to stand, as there 
is no place for them to sit. In the churches in the country there are even more 
converts. These results do not just happen. In many districts there is a daily morn- 
ing prayer meeting beginning in some places at 4 a.m. and at 5 a.m. in others. In Cap 
Haitien there are two groups. One has an attendance of between 50 and 70 every 


morning. These prayer meetings have been going on for the past year without inter-_ 


“We have held ‘Save the Children’ groups regularly in Cap Haitien and in the 
outstations. At Limonade we held a baptismal service in July when 46 candidates 
were baptized, of whom 24 were young people and children from the day school. In 
all our churches we are now seeing many of the finer of the young people turning to 
the Lord. There are so many asking for baptism that we are now holding a baptismal 
service every month in Cap Haitien, and during the year we baptized in all 340 
candidates. Financially also the year has been one of blessing. 


“In the sphere there are fifteen day schools and five evening schools, only two of 
which are in receipt of financial help from the Mission. A service has been held 
in the prison every Sunday throughout the year and practically every Sunday there 
are some who profess conversion, We look towards the new year with every hope 
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that it will be ome of even greater blessing than the one we Sains just closed. 
Throughout the year the monthly meeting of lay-preachers has been held, and that 
day of fellowship and prayer is becoming increasingly precious to us all.” 


_ Port-au-Prince 


Pastor Ruben Marc writes: “Looking over the work during the past twelve months, 
I see many reasons for giving thanks unto the Lord. We have had all the usual joys: 
that of splendid congregations, that of a continual stream of new converts. After 
three months in the States this winter, I came back to find that all our people were 
living and working harmoniously in the city and in the outstations, and that no part 
of our program of activities had been neglected during my absence. Our greatest 
joy has been that of seeing the new and spacious church building, whose cornerstone 
had been laid on December 1, 1946, grow steadily and beautifully until it has now 
nearly reached completion. In order to hasten and finish the work this year, we 
will probably borrow a few thousand dollars from the Society. We rejoice in the 
fact that a host of new friends are praying for us in the States. Sustained by their 
prayers we are ready to go forward, fearlessly.” 


Trou du Nord 


During most of this year I have had the help of Pastor Lespinasse as my assistant 
at Trou, which has left me free to look after my duties as General Missionary. 
Toward the end of the year, however, it became necessary to send Pastor Lespinasse 
to Ouanaminthe, a town right on the frontier of Santo Domingo, where we have a 
wery promising work. With the help of a band of faithful lay-preachers my task at 
Trou will be made easier. During the year we paid off the last of our old debt, but 
now we have to undertake some extensive repairs to the walls of the church building, 
damaged in a recent earthquake. There has been an increase in the number of 
baptisms over last year. The work of the Sunday school and Christian Endeavor have 
been most encouraging. Owing to two years of prolonged drought the whole com- 
munity has suffered greatly from shortage of food and increased prices. In spite of 
that church offerings have kept up well. : 


Hinche 


This is one of the churches that has enjoyed a sseadles flow of blessing pee a 
the years, and this year has been no exception. The attendance at all services has 
_inereased considerably and at the Communion services and Christian Endeavor meet- 
ings there is usually a large crowd of members outside who have been unable to find 
places in the chapel. During the coming year they are undertaking a big church ~ 
extension project.

Maissade 


This church has been without a resident pastor for a number of years, and was 
fortunate’ in having the services of Rev. R. Northcott during the year. Mr. North- 
cott is an independent missionary who has been co-operating with us and who offered 
his services to the church at Maissade. At last the new church building is covered 
(though not yet floored) and the first service was held in it on April 4th, on the 
occasion of the visit of Rev. Wilbur Larson of the Home Mission Society. On this 
occasion sixty believers were baptized. 


Las Cahobas 


Once again there has been a rich ssiiahielen of souls in this field, and all the 
activities of the churches have continued with good results, In spite of the general 
financial difficulties of the country the churches are making a determined effort to 
pay off their debt, and this year has seen a considerable reduction. Some extensive 
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repairs are needed im the main church building at Las Cahobas, and there is still a 
pressing need of other buildings. The church lost the services of their school director,

Bilingual Work | 


During the past 12 months it was miy privilege to serve as pastor ad interim with 
the Slovak Baptist Church in Minneapolis, Minn., for two months. I also devoted the 
greater part of the time between November 15 and February 15 to the Juvenile 
Protection program. In response to the invitation of the Council on Finance and 
Promotion I served as a missionary at the Summer Camp of the Nebraska Baptist 
Convention. It was also my privilege to attend and take part in the Missionary 
Conference at Green Lake for one week. 


Toward the end of the fiscal’ year, I conducted preaching missions with the 
Czechoslovak Baptist Church, Minitonas, and the Bethlehem Czechoslovak Church 
in Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada, and also attended and appeared on the program 
of the Christian Center Workers’ Conference in Philadelphia; the Czechoslovak 
Baptist Convention in Richmond, Va., and the Bilingual Baptist Ministers Con- 
ference in Philadelphia. It was also my privilege to attend the sessions of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in Atlantic City and the midyear meetings of both 
the Northern Baptist Convention and the Czechoslovak Baptist Convention in 
Cleveland, Ohio. I took part in 38 committee meetings and conferences and 
preached on the average of twice each Sunday. 


I carried on the necessary correspondence and held’ conferences in connection with 
the administration of the missionary and relief program of the Czechoslovak Baptist 


Convention and rendered services to pastorless churches of the group. December 1, 


1947, I received the appointment as field representative of The American Baptist 
-Home Mission Society to serve especially among bilingual pastors and churches. 
In this wider relationship with the Society I had the privilege to call in the homes 
and in the churches and enter into conferences and have interviews with 48 bilingual 


pastors and 12 other appointees of the Society in nine states. - 


This last mentioned opportunity to come into a closer fellowship with our pastors 
in the bilingual churches has been especially rewarding. These men are, in many 
instances, confronted with perplexing situations and problems: the language problem, 
the shifting of population in the areas where they serve, the transition from one 
language to the other; and the transfer of leadership within the churches from the 
first to the second generation are only a few of the difficulties, in addition to the 
struggle with the rising cost of living. To counsel and pray with these fine men of 
God and to assure them of the prayers, sympathy, and interest of the Society as well 


as of the rest of the Baptist family, has been my cherished privilege during the 
greater part of the past fiscal year. |

Juvenile Protection Program 


On February 1, 1948 the offices of the Juvenile Protection Program were trans- 


ferred from Chicago to New York. We are now housed at The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society headquarters. 


The work of the Program has moved forward steadily during the past year. Rev. 
Emil Kontz, who relinquished his duties as Director in November, deserves much 
credit for the fine response that has been accorded us in the few months of leader- 
ship we have given. He pioneered in this vital work among the local churches of 
our Convention; he gave unselfishly of energy, time and talent as he traveled the 
length and breadth of the territory, interpreting the need and the possibilities for 


meeting the need. We are fortunate to have Mr. Kontz located in a strategic area 


of the Middle West where he will continue to manifest interest and enthusiasm in the 
Program. 


_ Our field representatives, Miss Ruth G. Magui 
rendered fine aguire and Rev. Joseph L. Hughes, have 


service in many cities and communities, As these two workers labor in 
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communities for periods of two to three weeks each, they come to know and under- 
stand the local problems of delinquency and the contributing factors. They are able 
to interpret the causes and make tangible, workable suggestions to local pastors and 
congregations for meeting the need and preventing futuge recurrence of the problem. 
Muth credit is due them for their tireless efforts. 


Our service has been expanded in the direction of an increasing “number of 


regional Recreational Leaders’ Laboratory Schools. Five were held this past year in 


addition to the annual national “Rec Lab” at the Northern Baptist Assembly Grounds 
at Green Lake. Interest is increasing in this vital service; a number of applications 
for other area schools are on file and will .be honored as soon as staff personnel is 
available. The curriculum is now expanded to include training in all six of the 
areas of emphasis included in the Program: Recreation, Hobbies and Crafts, Child- 
care Centers, Christian Sponsorship, Christian Counselling for Home-making, and 
Community Betterment. 

The annual Junior Citizens’ Camp at Camp Okalona, tals last July made its usual 
fine contribution to some fifty boys and girls who have definite problems of character 
and personality. This camp, started as an experiment, has grown under the leader- 
ship of Rev. C. Dwight Klinck, Director of Brooks House, Hammond, Ind., until it 
is now nationally recognized. Our Juvenile Protection Program Advigdes Com- 
mittee plans to publish a Junior Citizens’ Camp Manual in the near future, stating 
the findings of three years of experimentation and offering guidance for other groups 
who may wish to do a similar service for needy boys and girls. 

The demand for literature has been on the increase. It is encouraging to note the 
growing list of local churches on our mailing list. We are publishing a revision of 
our Manual of Methods. 

As Director I have given considerable time to field service since February 15th. I 
have shared in one major project in Detroit and have visited a number of local 
communities in which major projects will be carried on at later dates by our field 
representatives. The demand for field service runs beyond our ability to respond. 
These calls are filed and taken care of as quickly as time and itinerary permit.

Christian Center Training Program—Brooks House 


During the past year two men have taken up their positions as workers in two 


of our Christian Centers, one man has joined our Training Program and_ three 
Center workers have spent from one to three months in special training. 

Rev. Kenneth Harris, who came to the Training Program from Andover-Newton 
Theological Institution, has accepted the position as Boys’ Worker and Pastor at 
Aiken Institute, while the Rev.*Isaac Igarashi, of Sacramento, California, has 
accepted the position of Director of Boys’ Work at Weirton Christian Center, 
Weirton, W. Va. 

Rev. King. D. Reddick spent svn months at Brooks House in special training 
before going to the Hickory Street Christian Center in Buffalo, New York, where 
he .had been called as Director and Boys’ Worker. Rev. James Davis of Immanuel 
House, Brooklyn, Mr. Emil Hirrschoff, Newark Christian Center, Newark, N. J., and 
Rev. Ernest Brown of the Denver Christian Center, Denver, Colorado, have spent 
one month each in special training in the Training Program. The Training Program 
provides for short-term training as well as the one-year course of well-rounded 
experience. 

Mr. Wallace D. Yeates, pastor of the First Baptist Church of Bangor, . Wis. came 
to the Training Program last fall, as:he had decided to enter Christian Center Work 
as his work in the ministry. 

Four aspects of experience are provided in training as men prepare themselves 
for full-time Christian Center work: (1) supervised experience in Center program 
activity, and community contacts, (2) a weekly seminar providing for discussion of 
problems, approaches, techniques, etc., (3) a well-rounded reading program from a 
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bibliography prepared especially for the Training Program, and (4) further study 
at George Williams College or the University of Chicago. When further academic 
work is- taken, the Program provides assistance toward tuition and transportation 
costs. 

The advisory committee selected by the annual Christian Center Workers’ Con- 
ference continues to provide valuable assistance and guidance in the administration

Japanese Americans and Displaced Persons 

In reviewing the work of the past year, it is interesting to note that so much of 
the work of the Cities Department is necessary because of the dislocations of people 
in various parts of our country as well as around the world. Whether the movement 
of people is forced, such as in the case of the Japanese Americans or was occasioned 
by the development of new industries in various parts of the country, or is being 
brought about by the voluntary movement of people looking for better living conditions, 
the difficulties and problems of “displaced people’’ are similar. | 

It is with some satisfaction that I can report that the Japanese Americans have been 
resettled in various parts of the country and have become more or less stabilized in 
the localities in which they have settled. About 60 per cent of them have gone back 
to their former communities on the West Coast and although the readjustments there have 
been a little more difficult, the over-all picture is not too bad. 

A number of the Nisei Baptist pastors have re-established or have established new 
Nisei churches in the San Francisco and Los Angeles areas. There seems to be an 
effort toward co-operation with other Nisei denominational churches and it is hoped 
that more of these Nisei churches will have a closer fellowship with the “‘Causasian”’ 
churches. | 

I will have a continuing responsibility for any services we can give to displaced 
persons Baptists who are able to come to America from Europe. Although we have 
in our files a list of well over 500 names of displaced pérsons, both in Germany and 
in Sweden, it has been impossible to bring about the resettlement of but a very, very 

few of these people. To give one an idea of the difficulties involved in securing the 


admittance of even some of the ministers who have been called to the pastorate of 
American churches, the following are typical: 


About two years ago we had secured a church for a displaced persons Baptist minister 
and all papers were sent to him, when we discovered that he could not get out of the > 
British Zone in which he was staying. This has been some two years ago and we have 
not yet been able to get him here. — : 

We were successful, however, with Rev. Janis Zeltins who was called to the Quaker- 
town Latvian Baptist Church of Bucks County, Pennsylvania. Even in his case we had 
to wait a full year from the time that he was called by the church to his final entry into 
the United States. I had the happy privilege of driving the family of six down to the 
little community just outside of Quakertown. As we were crossing over the Delaware 
River at Lambertville, I said to Mr. Zeltins, “We are now crossing the Delaware River 
and on the other side is Pennsylvania at New Hope.” ‘New Hope!” exclaimed Mr. 
Zeltins, “That is for us—a new hope!’”’ 

To have had even a small part in the resettlement of a few of these families has 
been a rewarding experience. _Let us hope that before long, Congress will pass emer- 
need legislation that will permit a fair share of these people to come to the United 

tates. 

My work on a full-time basis as Field Representative of the Cities Department began 
last February. Besides a continuing service to Baptist displaced persons, studies and 
analyses of Christian Center and Bilingual church areas will demand attention. Many 
requests for such surveys have come in. As this is being written, preliminary con- 
ferences are being arranged for a study in a section of a Midwest city. Preparations 
are already under way for an Educational Center conference this fall. Work at one of 


the Summer Service Projects in July is contemplated. These aspects of the Depart- 
ment’s activities should keep me busy. Josu YasumuRA

' Last summer we reopened the Larrabee Baptist Church in Maine which had been 
closed for the past twelve years. Writing as of today seven months later, the Larrabee 
Baptist Church is stronger than when opened. Attendance over the winter has been 


steady at around forty. The Sunday school enrollment is now around thirty-five, and © 


has now a youth meeting on Sunday evening numbering around twenty-five. The Home 


Mission Trailer and the Maine Town and Country Director moved into town and 
established the field., 


After organization the ehiateh joined in with the East Machias—Bucks Wishac 
circuit under the same pastor, Rev. Karl Hislop, who resides at East Machias and 
cares for all three churches. There is’much to be encouraged over with the reopening 
of this long closed Baptist church, and the ses is in business again in the town of

During the year the Director has helped with the placement of pastors on fifteen . 


fields, including twenty-nine churches; and has conferred with committees or individuals 
of twelve other churches; or a total of over forty. Of these, two are new circuits of 
three churches each, both of which are going well. Another is a church which had not 
_ had. preaching for several years, but has been revived under a fine student pastor. 
Another is an interesting field to which a fine pastor who has been in city work for 
seventeen years has gone, thus providing this church with exceptionally good leader-

Colporter Work 


The work is going along very nicely at Moab. The church is still feeling the 
spiritual uplift of the Visitation Campaign staged in February of 1947. Nine were 
added to the membership so far this year with several coming at Easter. The church 
has doubled its budget for current expenses and also for missions. A Junior Society, 
using the C.W.C. materials, has been organized with some thirty members. A junior 
choir sings at the morning services. A men’s group has been meeting monthly and are 
hoping to form a Men’s Council. These men meet at a local cafe at noon, having at 
times a special speaker. The young women of the church are organized in a Mary-Martha 
Circle of the Mission Circle, there being some thirty active members. 


Due to the growth of the Sunday school which now has twelve teachers, the ehurch 
has been planning to build an addition to the building. At present the parsonage is 
being used for some classes. 


As a part of its Crutede for Christ through Evangelism the Moab church is plan- 
ning to conduct regular services with all the outlying areas of Grand County, Sego, 
Cisco, Thompson, Elgin, Castievalley and Dewey. At the first three places it is hoped 
that it will be possible to start the people with weekly Sunday school and monthly 


preaching services. F. L. Dawson, Moab, Utah. 
Our work has been encouraging this past year. We have opened two new preaching 
stations and both show fine prospects. Our Sunday school in Patterson has grown 
steadily and now our church services are improving. May is still slow. That seems 
strange since this is the permanent location and the population is more or less settled. 
Maybe that is the trouble, they have settled too much and are stuck to the bottom. 


We still are offered more opportunities to serve than we have time to meet. The 
whole valley seems to appreciate and to need our leadership but some portions of it do 
not come out- to church to receive it. We do see and feel so many things other than 
actual attendance at worship which indicate that the cause of the Kingdom is growing. 
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- I have served on the committee for school reorganization this past year and that 
has increased our influence and enlarged our acquaintance with the state to a great 
degree. I have been state Grange Chaplain for over a year and a sermon goes each 
month to be printed in the state papet. There are more than eight thousand Grangers 
in Idaho. Some of the sermons have been reprinted in other states. 


We have had a definite part to play in getting a new schoolhouse for our com- 
munity and in bringing R.E.A. current a little nearer. We have maintained a close 
contact with all our schools and that has meant a great deal to the work. °

The Dover Church was partially restored this year. A new foundation and a new 
roof have made it possible to plan for repairs to the interior. The program has 
been extended to include a choir and a BYF group (just beginning). The average 
attendance at the Sunday school is about forty. A preaching service is held each 
Sunday evening. | 

The Colburn “Christian Teen-Agers” have recently seen the wonder of six high- 
school-age boys declaring their belief in Christ. They have agreed to give alternate 
Friday nights to the Grouse Creek young people for similar work, where no definite 
results have yet been seen. These two groups and the Dover young people unite with 
the town churches in supporting “Youth for Christ” on a boval basis. At one of our 
marcia rallies, there were thirty first decisions.

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| INDIAN 
Auberry Indian Mission : 


We have five Indian Baptist churches with a total membership of 239, sixteen of 
whic hh were received by baptism last year. There were two losses, one by letter, one 
by death. - Total giving $700. Missions, $209. 


In addition to the Indian work we serve two community churches for the white 


_ population, one County Tuberculosis Sanatorium with over 100 patients, and conduct 


church services. Ten different stations are being served by this one missionary. We 
pray that another married couple may be available soon to help out. 


A California Christian Council was organized November 27, 1947, for the purpose 
of directing the work on this field. Membership is composed of Indians, whites, and 
their missionaries and pastor. Representatives are chosen by popular vote of the church 
members. The Council has been meeting quarterly and has considered such matters as 
(1) weaknesses of church deacons, (2) failure of parents to train children properly 
at home, (3) helping the Indian church members to evangelize by organizing gospel 
teams. 


Our next meeting is May 31, 1948. Some good discipline in church membership has 
started with the Council. Everything is started, sustained, and ended with prayer 


and humility. Vetvon L. Patten, Calif.

During this year much work has been done by our men on the Middle Verde Church 
building. We have built a stone building around the old frame building and added 
twelve feet on the front of the building as well. We are still working on the interior 
after lining eg building with fir textile board and wallboard and masonite.

The Christian Center we had at the American Indian Exposition in August was a 
new work and we found it to be successful. We held a Bible school in the mornings and 
had open house for recreation in the afternoons, at night we had a service with a 


sound motion picture as the sermon. We had as high as 600 Indians at our night 
service. We are going to do this again this year and do it better. 


Our work has leveled off after a high peak after we returned to the work in 1946. 
We can see a very steady growth. The church with its growth spiritually is strong 
financially also. We wired our building for lights and paid the bill in two months, 
$440.00. This gave the folk courage to go and buy a new bus. This bus cost $3,500.00, 
$900.00 of which is paid and $2,600.00 to go.

We have examined the financial statements of THe AMERICAN BAPTIST 
Home Mission Society for the fiscal year ended April 30, 1948, have re- 
viewed the accounting procedures of the Society and, without making a’ 
detailed audit of the transactions, have examined or tested accounting records 
of the Society and other supporting evidence, by methods and to the extent ~ 
we deemed appropriate. 

The investments in bonds, stocks, mortgages and real estate are carried 
in the annexed balance sheet at book amounts which are not more than cost 
or amounts assigned thereto at date of gift to the Society. The market value 
of bonds and stocks based upon market quotations at April 30, 1948 is shown 
on an accompanying schedule. The market value of mortgages, mortgage 
certificates, real estate bonds, real estate and other investments is not readily 
ascertainable. No provision has been made for depreciation of real estate 
carried as investments. The collectibility of the outstanding loans to churches 
is not readily determinable ; the amounts at which school and mission proper- 
ties are carried include $139,811.46 for capital expenditures on properties in 
Mexico for which the Society cannot hold legal title; and no provision has 

- been made for depreciation of property and equipment fund assets. _ 

The Society owns or has equities in certain Christian centers, schools and 
missions. Except for investments in physical properties, the accounts of the 
Society and the annexed financial statements do not include such other assets 
and such liabilities as these institutions may have. We did not examine the 
accounts or records of these institutions. 


In our opinion, based upon such examination and subj ect to the fore- 
going comments, the accompanying balance sheet and related statements of 
income, expenditures, surplus and changes in funds set forth the position of 
the Society at. April 30, 1948, and its fiscal operations for the year then 
ended.
